On Civil Air Output

T is waging a determined fight to pre- 











the Preparatory Disarmament Con- 
fere? from adopting plans for the 
limitation of civil aviation. Involved in 
the struggle are the standards and 
methods capable of adoption by the Con- 
fers nee expected to negotiate a conven- 
tic or disarmament, a lining up of the 
aeronautical manufacturing countries 
against those, led by the French, which 
hs nor manufacturing facilities, and 
the application of rules of procedure in 
fa of the latter, which compelled an 
emphatic protest by the United States. 
No final conclusion has yet been reached, 
but declared the American Dele- 
gation will not depart from the position 
it originally assumed and which it has 
since consistently advocated. 

In other words, the American Delega- 
tion will not accept any proposal which, 
in any way, hinders the development of 
civil and commercial aviation, either in 
the way of limitation of material or of 
personnel. This will be in accord with 
the sentiment of the American people 
and especially the manufacturers of 
aircraft. 


Against Civil Limitation. 

Throughout the days of debate which 
took place in the Air Subcommittee, the 
American Delegation iterated and re- 
iterated that it “could not possibly ac- 
cept a limitation placed upon the legiti- 
mate civil activities in the air of either 
the Government or the citizens of the 
United States.” In connection with the 
establishment of a horsepower standard 
of comparison advocated by the French, 
Major George V. Strong, A. G., U. S. 
A., argued that a limitation of the total 
horsepower allotted to a nation would 
not in itself produce the result desired 
in the matter of the limitation or reduc- 
tion of armaments. he application of 
the limitation of horsepower alone did 
not take into consideration either the 
quality or the design of the engine or 
the aeroplane. It was perfectly practi- 
cable to design aeroplanes so that in 
time of emergency, or when it was de- 
sired engines of greater horsepower 
could be substituted almost immediately 
so that the efficiency of the aeroplane 
would be very greatly increased. If the 
numbers, the wing area and the design 
were not taken into joint consideration, 
then, Major Strong argued, the horse- 
power alone would give a very inac- 
curate result. 

Wing Surface Useless. 

The French delegation insisted that the 
limitation of wing surface meant very 
little because the military value of an 
airplane was not proportional to its wing 
surface. Limitation of horsepower in the 
opinion of this delegation would have 
the advantage of decreasing military air 
strength in any country which increased 
its civil aviation. It suggested that a 
system of limitation of horsepower might 
very well be set up with a sufficiently 
wide margin to insure that the develop- 
ment of civil aviation should not be ham- 
pered, while at the same time entailing 
ultimately a reduction of military avi- 
ation in favor of civil aviation. Major 
Strong replied that the application of the 
French method simply meant that in- 
Stead of being a limitation of military 
aircraft it would make the numbers of 
engines an inverse function, that is to 
Say, make them ultimately take their

NUMBER of very important resolu- 

tions affecting the future of the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps, and looking to its 
betterment and increased efficiency, were 
passed at the annual convention of the 
Reserve Officers’ Association of the 
United States, at Norfolk, Va., this week, 
the convention coming to a close on 
Oct. 27. 

The resolutions were passed after a 
careful study had previously been made 
of the matters involved. Among the 
more important of these resolutions 
were: Mileage for -executive officers, co- 
ordination of Reserve activities, appro- 
priations, duel commissions, disabled 
emergency officers, commutation of sub- 
sistence and quarters, general improve- 
ment of Reserves, personal efficiency, 
Reserve: Officers at Service Schools, al- 
lotment of funds, selective service, etc. 

The convention which was attended by 
delegates from every State in the Union 
was considered the most instructive ever 
held. Milwaukee, Wis., was chosen for 
the 1927 convention, the date to be left 
to the National Council. 

Resolutions Adopted. 

The following is a complete list of the 
resolutions adopted: 

1. That the convention direct its na- 
tional officers, with the aid of our National 
Council, to secure adequate coordination 
in the most effective place on Organized 
Reserve activities. 

2. That while the Reserve Officers’ As- 
sociation of the U. S. advocates expansion of 
the Air Corps, it opposes such increase at 
the sacrifice of other branches and activ- 
ities of the military estabilshment. 

38. That our National officers take such 
action as may be necessary to secure ade- 
quate appropriations for the proper main- 
tenance and development of the Organized 
Reserves. 

4. We recommend that a study be made 
by the War Department General Staif as 
to the advisability of abolishing the dual 
status commission now ‘tendered National 
Guard Officers. 

5. That this Association recommend the 
adoption of a definite policy in the assign- 
ment of Regular Army officers to the War 
Department General Staff, which policy will 
provide that of the officers on duty at any 
time with the War Department General 
Staff there shall be not less than ten who 
shall have had at least two years’ duty 
with the Organized Reserves and who shall 
have demonstrated their ability in such Re- 
serve assignment. 

6. That the Reserve Officers’ Association 
of the U. S. assembled in the 5th annual 
convention, again state its approval of the 


principle of retirement for disabled emer- 
gency officers and that Congress be urged 
to take prompt and favorable action by 
reenacting H. R. 6484 of the 68th Congress 


to place this class of disabled officers in 
the same status as those of the regular 
service. 

7. That the commanders of Reserve 


units while being held responsible for the 
organization and training of their units, be 
encouraged to request the relief of such 
officers as, in their judgment, do not take 
any training or who are unable to par- 
ticipate in any of the activities of the unit 
to which they are assigned, and that apa- 
thetic officers so relieved be transferred to 
the unassigned list where they will re- 
ceive neither training nor promotion. 

8. That the War Department request an 
increase in the appropriation for the Or- 
ganized Reserves sufficient to ihcrease by 
20 per cent each year for the next five years 
the number of Reserve Officers sent to the 
various Army Schools. 

9. That the War Department request an 
increase in the appropriation for the Or- 
ganized Reserves sufficient for mileage and 
per diem allowance for the travel of offi- 
cers and men of the Regular Army on duty 
with the Organized Reserves to enable 
them to visit at least once annually all 
units under their jurisdiction. 

10. That the War Department be asked 
to urge the appropriation of sufficient funds 
for the commutation of quarters and sub- 
sistence of all Regular Army enlisted men 
authorized for asisgnment to duty with the 
Organized Reserves, and that these com- 
mutations and allowances’ be continued 
while these enlisted men are attending the 
summer camps. 

11. That the President appoint a com- 
mittee to devise an emblem or insignia 
suitable for a flag for the National, State 
and Local units of the Reserve Officers’ As- 
sociation and that when such design is ap- 
proved by the National Council it shall be 
authorized for use by the duly accredited 
units. 

12. WHEREAS, The National Defense 
Act states that the Organized Peace Es- 
tablishment of the Army shall include the 
Regular Army, the National Guard and the 
Organized Reserves, and 

WHEREAS, it is the intention of the Na- 
tional Defense Act that the Organized Re- 
serves be developed territorially, and 

WHEREAS, it is necessary for the proper 
development of the Organized Reserves 
that the officers of units get together at 
freauent intervals on an inactive status and 
active status for the purpose of receiving 
training, and 

WHEREAS, it is essential that a proper 
esprit de corps be developed in each unit 
of the Organized Reserves. Now, therefore,

First Air Service for U. S.

S. Coast Guard is now in the pro- 
cess of formation under the personal 
supervision of Lieut. Comdr. E. S. Stone, 
U. S. C. G., who was pilot of the NC-4 
on her transatlantic flight, and Comman- 
der S. S. Yeandle, U. S. C. G., aide to 
the commandant. 

Service Has Five Planes. 

The new Coast Guard Air Service now 
consist of five planes, three of which 
will be stationed on Ten Pound Island, 
off Gloucester, Mass., and two will be 
based at Cape May, N. J. This service 
will not be an independent branch of the 
Coast Guard, but will at all times act as 
an auxiliary to the surface units and 
the planes will be under the direction 
and charge of the Commanding Officer 
of the station to which they are at- 
tached. 

The two planes stationed at Cape May, 
N. J., are Voight UO-4 type sea planes 
having a normal cruising radius of 350 
knots at 70 knots per hour with a speed 
range of 44 to 100 knots per hour, and 
are equipped with Browning machine

President May Remove 
Officers at Caprice 


THE right of the President to dismiss 

an officer of the Army, Navy or 
Marine Corps without trial by court- 
martial is affirmed according to the in- 
terpretation of a decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States given by As- 
sociate Justice McReynolds in a dissent- 
ing opinion. Likewise, in Mr. McRey- 
nolds’ view, the same decision authorizes 
the President at will to remove the 
Comptroller General. 

This revolutionary decision of the 
Court was handed down on October 25 
and arose out of the dismissal of a first 
class postmaster at Portland, Oregon, on 
February 3, 1920. After an exhaustive 
review of the debates in Congress, the 
legislation enacted by that body, and the 
expressions of Presidents, the Court held 
that laws by which the _ unrestricted 
power of removal by the President is 
denied to the President are in violation 
of the Constitution and invalid. That, in 
this connection, the Court had in mind 
the status of officers of the Army, the 
Navy and Marine Corps, is shown by the 
statement in the decision: “The real chal- 
lenge to the decision of 1789 (reposing 
the power of removal in the hands of 
the President) was begun by the Act of 
July 13, 1866, forbidding dismissals of 
Army and Navy officers in time of peace 
without a sentence by court-martial. 


Further Restrictive Act. 


“Another measure having the same 
origin and purpose was a rider on an 
Army appropriation act of March 2, 
1867, which fixed the headquarters of 
the General of the Army of the United 
States at Washington, directed that all 
orders relating to military operations by 
the President or Secretary of War should 
be issued through the General of the 
Army, who should not be removed, sus- 
pended, or relieved from command, or 
assigned to duty elsewhere, except at 
his own request, without the previous ap- 
proval of the Senate; and that any or- 
ders or instructions relating to military 
operations issued contrary to this should 
be void; and that any officer of the 
Army who should issue, knowingly trans- 
mit, or obey any orders issued contrary 
to the provisions of this section should be 
liable to imprisonment for years.” 

Associate Justice McReynolds in his 
dissenting opinion states: 

“Again and again Congress has 
enacted statutes prescribing restrictions 
on removals and by approving them 
many Presidents have affirmed its power 
therein. The following are some of the 
officers who have been or may be ap- 
pointed with consent of the Senate under 
such restricting statutes: 

“Officers of the Army and Navy; 
Comptroller General, etc.” 

“Every one of these officers, we are 
now told in effect, holds his place sub- 
ject to the President’s pleasure or 
caprice. And it is further said that 
Congress cannot create any office to be 
filled through appointment by the Presi- 
dent with consent of the Senate—except 
judges of the Supreme, Circuit and Dis- 
trict (constitutional) courts—and ex- 
empt the incumbent from arbitrary dis- 
missal. * * * If the phrase ‘executive 
power’ infolds the one now claimed many 
others heretofore totally unsuspected 
may lie there awaiting future supposed 
necessity; and no human intelligence can 
define the field of the President’s per- 
missible activities. ‘A masked battery 
of constructive powers would complete 
the destruction of liberty.’” 

The practice of the Army and Navy 
hitherto may be subject to revision as a

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Dominion Conference Leads to Closer Empire Ties, Editors Hold 





HE ninth British Imperial Conference is now being held in London. Editors are 

freely commenting on this family gathering which is made up of the Prime Minis- 
ter of Great Britain, Sir Stanley Baldwin, the prime ministers of the six self-govern- 
ing nations which go to make up the might and majesty of the British Empire, other 
attending ministers and the representatives of India. As something like 13,406,103 
square miles of the earth’s surface and the interests of about one-fourth of the 
world’s population are concerned, editors agree this assembly can rightly be regarded 
as of world scope. These conferences were first begun in 1887, the year of the golden 
jubilee of Queen Victoria’s accession to the British throne. The “big three’ of the 
present assembly are Sir Mackenzie King of Canada, S. M. Bruce, of Australia, and 
General Hertzog, of South Africa, General Smuts successor. 

While nothing of a sensational character is expected to develop during the 
present conference, the question of greater liberty of action in domestic and foreign 
affairs, and dominion contribution to national defense will be pressed by the premiers 
of the British possessions. One of the foremost protagonists of this movement is 
General Hertzog, who recently said that the ultimate purpose of South Africa is 
complete and independent sovereignty. Naturally the press of this country concerns 
itself more especially with the part that our neighbor Canada is playing in the con- 
ference. Mackenzie King has stood staunchly for the principle of greater responsi- 
bility in foreign affairs for. the dominions, especially in their diplomatic relations 
with near-by countries, which has resulted in the recognition of Canada’s right to 
send a representative to the United States. Even before these conferences were 
held the principle of autonomy in domestic affairs for the important overseas posses- 
sions, with the exception of India, was established, but the controversy over the power 
and appointment of a Governor-General, which flamed forth in Canada last spring 
when Lord Byng, the late viceroy, refused to dissolve Parliament at the request of 
Mackenzie King, only to yield later to the same request made by a new Conserva- 
tive premier, brought home to Canada the problem of whether she was the ruler of 
her domestic affairs or whether the machinery of her government was subject to an 
appointee of the Crown. 

TTHE Boston Transcript (Independent) observes that “Britain is taking counsel at 

London with her Dominions. There is every reason to suppose that she will 
listen respectfully to their advice. They take rather a high hand, but without hos- 
tility. Premier Mackenzie King, of Canada, says that there is no trouble, no com. 
plaint of Lord Byng, the late viceroy, who roused some displeasure by the use of 
his prerogative at Ottawa, because the Canadians did exactly as they pleased, and 
will continue to do so, * * * 

“In the meantime South Africa is willing to remain a ‘helpful associate’ of 
Great Britain—nothing more. 

“It is about what all the Dominions now are, and it is an important and a de- 
sirable thing for the world that they shall thus remain helpful associates. * * * 

“But the independence issue may appear in a shadowy manner at the confer- 
ence, like one of those wraiths of unborn children in Maeterlinck’s play, ‘The Blue 
Bird.’ General Hertzog looks to independence for South Africa as an ultimate cer- 
tainty. He does not threaten immediate action in this direction. But since the 
Afrikanders bear sway in that Dominion, and since their ideal is independence, they 
are likely some day to achieve it. And once independence is achieved there, it will 
be strongly suggested for other Dominions.” 





HE Springfield Republican (Independent Republican) is the author of the follow. 
ing quotation: 

“In commenting on the Imperial conference the London Morning Post, the lead- 
ing imperialistic organ, admits that constitutional questions affecting the units of 
the Empire ‘can be rightly solved only by the gradual process of evolution.’ It will] 
hardly be denied that the processes of political and social evolution during the 
present year have strengthened Canada’s feeling of independence, and in the present 
status of the British Empire a feeling of independence is as good as an accomplished 
fact.” . 

The Christian Science Monitor (Independent), writing of the conference, says: 

“As its name implies, it has no formal place in the British Constitution. It has 
no legislative or executive powers of its own. It is simply a meeting of the execu- 
tive heads of the dominant peoples within the British Empire through which they 
can take counsel together and come to agreements about policy, agreements which 
are then referred back to their respective parliaments that alone can convert them 
into effective action. * * * 

“There is also the very important question of the control of foreign policy. 
Under international law the British Commonwealth is a single state, all of whose 
citizens go to war and make peace together. Under modern British constitutional 
theory each nation within the Empire has the right to an equal voice in the formula- 
tion of foreign policy. In practice, however, effective consultation between govern- 
ments situated thousands of miles apart is at present impossible, the dominions 
governments are too preoccupied with their own internal affairs to be interested in 
foreign policy, and the necessity for prompt decision results in the British Govern- 
ment actually doing the work more or less on its own. The dominions, therefore, are 
technically in a position in which they can be committed to belligerency, though not 
to active combatancy, by the act of the British Government alone.” 


THE St. Louis Globe-Democrat (Independent) says of the conference now in being 
that they are: 

“Something more than the Pan American conferences, representing the Western 
Hemisphere only, and very much less than the Federal congress dealing with the 
problems of 48 closely knit commonwealths. * * * 

“More profitable trade relations among the several commonwealths are a perma- 
nent problem before these conferences. Canada, with its enormous and varied re- 
sources, is more interested in it than any other dominion, but not much more can be 
done in that direction through preferential or reciprocity tariffs. As conditions are 
now, Canada, with loose official relations with England and even stronger unofficial 
relations with the United States, has reached so happy a chapter in its history that 
there can be little desire for trade changes. * * * 

“Naturally, it feels it can make its own way and naturally its government feels 
that it is entitled to and ought to be invested with greater responsibilities.” 

The annexation Bogey, that frequently raises its head, was stigmatized as a 
“weak campaign cry” by Mackenzie King when it was raised in the last Canadian 
general elections by his opponents. From the editorial page of Life is the following 
which comments on a remark of Dean Inge’s’ which appears in his latest book: 

“*Policy suggested: that the British flag in Canada is still a protection to these 
States and that without it Europe might be tempted to draw Uncle Shylock’s teeth.’ 

“Perhaps the Dean was joking but anyhow our relations to Canada are valuable 
in all particulars, making constantly for peace and goodwill. There are no people 
on earth who are as much like the people of the United States in their character, 
their feelings, their merits, and their iniquities as the people of the British Do- 
minion.” 





General Hammond Tells Organization and Needs of National Guard 





FFICERS of the War College a few 
days ago listened to a very instruc- 
tive and interesting address, entitled 
“The National Guard, Its Mission, Or- 
ganization, Training, Supply and Mobili- 
zation.” This paper was read at the 
invitation of Maj. Gen. H. E. Ely, Com- 
mandant, of the Army War College, who 
is trying to bring the Regular Army and 
National Guard into a more intimate con- 
tact, and the paper prepared by General 
Hammond went very thoroughly into nu- 
merous details of importance. 

General Hammond, among _ other 
things, made it plain that the mission 
of the Guard itself from the Federal 
standpoint is to so master its organiza- 
tion, training, supply and mobilization 
problems that when induction into the 
Federal Service becomes necessary, its 
transition from State to Federal Service 
and its ability to take the field as a de- 
pendable Federal force shall be delayed 
as little as possible. 

The General pointed out the necessity 
of having well balanced organizations as 
to all arms, adequate personnel, both 
commissioned, warrant and enlisted, and 
a practical and simple system of supply. 

“The purpose of the entire plan of or- 
ganization,” he said, “is to enable the 
Militia Bureau to organize the National 
Guard into complete and well balanced 
combat organizations while still remain- 
ing within the strength now allotted to 
the States and within the appropriations 
authorized or contemplated. 

Other extracts from General Ham- 
mond’s remarks are the following: 

Separations From the Service. 

“Business reasons,” General Hammond 
stated, “undoubtedly cause the largest 
per cent of separations, and unstabilized 
conditions existing in the National Guard 
is another big factor. Other causes of 
separation from the service involves 
_property responsibility and excessive 
umber of reports demanded. Continued 





studies for further reductions of paper 
work has been carried on. 

“In summing up the subject of sep- 
arations the General stated that the an- 
nual turnover, while excessive and for 
which no one specific cause is apparent, 
remained the same for the years 1925 
and 1926, and seems, for the present, to 
be settled around 22 per cent for the 
officer personnel.” 

The General also stated that “while 
this turnover of the commissioned per- 
sonnel is a heavy loss adversely affecting 
the morale, training and efficiency of the 
National Guard, and adding a great 
amount of work in the selection, qualifi- 
cation, appointment, and assignment, and 
the recognition of officers, it cannot be 
regarded as a total loss as the training 
they have received, no matter how rudi- 
mentary, should prove to be an asset in 
a general mobilization of the nation.” 

Federal Recognition of Officers. 

“It is believed,” says General Ham- 
mond, “that the question of examination 
and Federal recognition of General Offi- 
cers is now settled to the satisfaction of 
the majority of those concerned. On 
July 30, 1926, the National Guard Re- 
serve consisted of 1,536 officers and 662 
assigned enlisted men. The problem is 
to build up the National Guard Reserve, 
both officers and enlisted personnel.” 

The views of the Militia Bureau are 
that the National Guard Reserve must 
be developed, that its personnel must be 
constituted of men fitted by experience 
and training to fill war-time vacancies, 
that each State should keep lists of war 
table of organization vacancies for each 
unit in the State, that as far as possible 
the officers of the National Guard Re- 
serve be assigned to these vacancies, that 
those not so assigned be designated for 
assignment, and that lists of eligibles for 
future assignments be kept up to date by 
each State Adjutant General. 

General Hammond, in speaking of the 





supply, said that the question of horses 
is a difficult one to solve, for it must be 
done in keeping with the wishes of Con- 
gress, the President’s financial program, 
and at the same time in a manner ac- 
ceptable to the National Guard. He 
stated that the expense of keeping a 
horse, including its maintenance amounts 
to $225 per annum, which is_ several 
times its value. 12,494 horses are re- 
quired to provide existing mounted units. 
Funds have been provided for maintain- 
ing not to exceed 10,420, or 84 per cent, 
of the number authorized by Regulations. 
The 1,000 new horses authorized by the 
last Congress, to be purchased, will not 
augment the number of horses now on 
hand for the new horses will all be re- 
quired to replace unserviceable horses 
disposed of on survey. 
Supply of Airplanes. 

“Another large supply problem,” the 
General pointed out, “is that of provid- 
ing airplanes for the National Guard. 
The Militia Bureau is now engaged in a 
program involving an expenditure of ap- 
proximately $1,600,000, which has for its 
ultimate object the procurement of suffi- 
cient modern airplanes to complete the 
initial replacement of the antiquated 
wooden fuselage airplanes of the JNS 
type.” 

He went into the uniform clothing 
which has required much thought and 
study and spoke against the system of 
“issue in kind” as being uneconomical 
and burdensome. 

“I think the correct solution,” says 
General Hammond, “lies in the direction 
of apportioning to the States sufficient 
funds to suitably uniform the Guard, 
making necessary changes in Regula- 
tions whereby the administrative work 
will be reduced to the minimum, and 
leave to the States the greatest possible 


latitude in obtaining the desired results j 





under the conditions peculiar to each 
State.” 

He advocated the establishment of up- 
keep of one camp in each State or Ter- 
ritory, under State control. In speaking 
of the accounting for Federal funds and 
property he stated that “The Militia Bu- 
reau is making a maximum effort to de- 
velop more efficient administration of 
funds and care of property, and a very 
satisfactory progress has been made dur- 
ing the past year.” 

Training Highly Satisfactory. 

In speaking of the training of the 
National Guard, General Hammond 
stated that, “At no time in the history 
of the National Guard has its standards 
been so high, or its accomplishments been 
so satisfactory. The field training just 
completed was better than that of last 
year and much better than any pre- 
vious year. 

“There is‘more understanding of just 
what can be accomplished in the limited 
training time of the year, of just what 
the objective of training is and what part 
of it can be reached in peace-time train- 
ing, and a more thorough knowledge of 
the means and methods. This has been 
brought about largely by more clear-cut 
and definite announcements of the War 
Department standards by the Militia 
Bureau, the emphasis which has been 
placed on Basic Training of both troops 
and staffs, and the general satisfactory 
manner in which the National Guard 
has conformed.” : 

During the past summer there was 
field training of the National Guard at 
86 different camps. Some of these has 
as many as four different periods of two 
weeks while others had only one. The 
reports of attendance for the past sum- 
mer have not yet been received, but the 
attendance was probably about the same 
as last year, 11,023 officers and 141,947

SSISTANT SECRETARY OF WAR 
HANFORD MACNIDER, in a 
speech delivered at the annual banquet 
of the National Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion of Connecticut at Waterbury, Conn., 
Oct. 29, explained the Army’s plans for 
industrial preparedness. 
After giving an outline of the reasons 
for such preparedness, Secretary Mac- 
Nider explained the plan as follows:

waste and confusion as arose in the last 
emergency—the plan of Industry to insure 
the nation against the destruction of war. 

It calls for an orderly survey of our 
household-—raw materials, power, labor, 
transportation—and then the allocation of 


required materials to those facilities best 
fitted to produce with the least disturbance 
to our cconomie structure. It demands a 
comprehensive training system to develop 
and educate the necessary personnel to 
man the key positions drawn from the 
civilian reserve and = military establish- 
ments. It necessitates the gathering  to- 
gether of experts into great 
committee to study and direct the 
raw materials and finished product. It calls 
for the assistance of civilian agencies to 
solve the research problems, the setting up 
of volunteer chiefs of the various services 
of supply in the fourteen procurement dis- 
triets into which the war industries finally 
arranged themselves, the decentralization 
ef the allocation work in the field down 
through their organizations—and, finally, 
the uniting and tying-in of all the thou- 


use of 


sand-and-one ramifications which such a 
huge endeavor develops. The Army alone 
used some seven-hundred-thousand-odd 


manufactured articles in the last war. That 
idea of the gigantic 


vives some propor- 
tions of the problem. 

There is definite assurance in our plan 
once completed that should such disaster 
as war befall us that we can all go to 
work with a swift and sure program of in- 
tense and intelligent production of the 


sinews of war. 
It does not call for the manufacture of 
a single weapon in time of peace, but it 


does erect a structure of emergency 
surance which promises freedom from ag- 
gression. It goes farther than that. It is a 


frank declaration that we want peace and 
intend to have it. The President of the 
United States, Calvin Coolidge, expresses 
tersely and completely what is in the mind 
of us all: 

“Industrial preparedness as an insurance

portance. The more real insurance we 
have against conditions which might lead 
to war, the better for the country. Prac-

A Federal court jury at Chicago, II., 
October 28, 1926, found for Capt. Waldo 
Evans, U. S. N., in the $50,000 damage 
suit brought against him by Samuel S.

W. A. Mac- 
Donald, U. S. N., retired, was named 
in the suit with Capt. Evans, but was 
not made a defendant. The verdict was 
returned upon instruction of Judge Adam 
C. Cliffe. Henry Drucker, representing 
Ripley, stated he would appeal the case.

President May Remove Officers at Caprice

result of the decision above cited. The 
articles of War contain directions for 
dismissal only by court-martial in cer- 
tain cases; but these may be overridden 
by the general power of removal which, 
according to the Court, the President en- 
joys. In any case, admittedly the de- 
cision opens a wide field of interpreta- 
tion, and it is being carefully studied 
as to its effect in the offices of the Judge 
Advocate General of the Army and the 
Navy. If Mr. McReynolds’ view is cor- 
rect, it is agreed that the decision recog- 
nizes the possession by the President of 
dictatorial powers over the armed forces 
and his right to use them whenever he 
so elects. 

The ruling does not apply to enlisted 
men, but only to officers who hold com- 
missions from the President. 

McCarl Also Included. 

As to the Comptroller General, no one 
doubts now as a result of the decision, 
the President’s power to remove him 
whenever he sees fit. 

Among some of the eminent legal au- 
thorities it is held that the decision of 
the Supreme Court is a declaration that 
the act fixing the term of 15 years for 
the Comptroller General is unconstitu- 
tional. This may lead to its abolishment. 
This would re-create the office of Comp- 
troller of the Treasury, with very much 
restricted powers that have ben assumed 
by Comptroller General McCarl. 

There is no doubt that the decision 
of the Supreme Court has created con- 
siderable concern in the office of _ the 
Comptroller General. The Myers suit 
was recognized among the supporters of 
Mr. McCar! and those who would enlarge 
the powers of the legislative branch of 
the Government as a test case in de- 
termining whether the Comptroller Gen- 
eral is a part of the Executive Branch of 
the Government. This was evident when 
after a consultation of the leaders of the 
House and in the Senate, Senator Pep- 
per appeared in the Supreme Court and 
took issue with the Solicitor General of 
the United States. He was really the rep- 
resentative of the legislative branch 
which through the Comptroller General 
have been taking extraordinary powers 
from the Executive Departments. In his 
opinions,the Comptroller General took the 
position that he was not bound by the 
decisions of the heads of the Executive 
Departments. In effect, his logic led to 
the conclusion that even the President 
and the courts had no authority over his 
office. 

McCarl Upheld by Statute. 

And by the language of the Act the 
Comptroller General was justified in 
these conclusions. The provisions of the 
Budget Act created a term of fifteen 
years during which he was not remov- 
able by the President. The Supreme 
Court, however, in the Myers case has 
decided that Congress had no authority 
under the Constitution to place such re- 
strictions upon the powers of the Presi- 
dent. The power to appoint the Comp- 
troller General carries with it the au- 
thority to remove, according to the doc- 





trine enunciated by the United States 
Supreme Court. 

The decision of the Supreme Court in 
this matter was no surprise to the legal 
fraternity. Upon the advice of his Attor- 
ney General and the officers of the De- 
partment of Justice, President Wilson 
vetoed the Budget Act, giving as his rea- 
sons the unconstitutionality of the provi- 
sions creating the office of Comptroller 
General. Even under the Coolidge ad- 
ministration representatives of the De- 
partment of Justice in testifying before 
the Judiciary Committee of the House, 
questioned the constitutionality of the 
provisions of the Budget bill creating 
the Comptroller General’s Office. 

Creates Perplexing Condition. 

The Supreme Court’s decision creates 
a rather perplexing situation for the 
legal authorities. By inference the Su- 
preme Court has sustained the position 
of President Wilson, that the tenure of 
office is unconstitutional. At the same 
time it is difficult to see just what steps 
should be taken to abolish the office or to 
bring it within the Constitution as it has 
been interpreted by the Supreme Court. 

One thing is sure; and that is the 
President is now authorized to remove 
Mr. McCar! from the office of Comp- 
troller General if in his opinion he is not 
keeping within the scope of his author- 
ity. This in itself, it is believed, will 
materially modify the policy of the 
Comptroller General’s Office. 

It is observed in reading the decision 
as handed down by Chief Justice Taft, 
that the Supreme Court did not evade the 
question as to the scope of powers of the 
Executive Department, as the Court of 
Claims did, from which the case came 
on appeal. The Court of Claims refused 
to pass on the question of the authority 
of the President to remove Postmaster 
Myers on the grounds that the suit was 
brought too late by the complainant. 
The Supreme Court cast aside this plea 
and met the question by a decision, the 
effect of which is of vast importance to 
the Executive branch of the Government.

BETTER STAFF CORPS PERSONNEL. 
Editor, Army & Navy Journal: 

FTER serving a great number of 

years in several branches of the 
United States Army, I have studied for 
the past few years the problem of get- 
ting better personnel for the Staff Corps, 
especially the Quartermaster Corps, I 
have come to the following conclusion: 

(a) At present there are a great 
many enlisted men serving in the Staff 
Corps, who have had no line training. 
Enlisting men from civil life in a staff 
corps should be discontinued. 

(b) The duties required of the Quar- 
termaster Corps is such that the Quar- 
termaster in command of the detach- 
ment has not the proper time to train 
his green personnel on account of his 
numerous other duties. The Acting Ist 
Sergeant is usually detailed on some 
other important duty in addition to that 
of Acting Ist Sergeant and he has not 
the proper time to train his detachment. 

(c) The young soldier needs the care 
of a commander, a good strict Ist Ser- 
geant and a squad leader for at least 
two years and after this service in the 
line you will find in most cases that you 
will have an honest, faithful and well 
disciplined soldier and if a soldier is 
well disciplined he may be trusted. The 
staff corps, especially the Q. M. Corps, 
should have only soldiers that can be 
trusted as the duties of the Q. M. Corps 
are such that this class of men only 
should be allowed to serve. 

(d) Surveying the small Staff Corps 
Detachments from 15 to 30 enlisted men 
of whom 70 per cent are recruits with- 
out the proper training, you will find 
that all these men cannot be trusted and 
are of little service to their detachment. 
These should be transferred to the line 
for training. With men that have not 
proved they can be trusted, it would re- 
quire quite a few hours during a year 
in visiting their respective jobs by the 
Q. M. to see that they were on the job.

“REVELATION” OF BRITISH NAVAL SECRETS. 
YUBLICATION in British papers of the photograph and characteristics of the 
battleship Nelson nearing completion has revived an interesting incident of 
two years ago in the Navy Department. In December, 1924, Capt. H. H. Hough, 
then Director of Naval Intelligence, U. S. N., gave congressional committees a 
fairly detailed description of the two new British battleships, showing the speed, 
dimensions and battery as well as the armor protection and the distribution of 





the guns. 

The British press took cognizance of this and commented sarcastically on the 
“impropriety” of Captain Hough having revealed British naval secrets and intimated 
that a serious breach of faith had been committed. 

According to H. C. Bywater, recognized English naval expert, it developed that 
the “secret” revealed was merely information printed by an Italian paper which 
in turn got the information from Brassey’s of 1913, written by Sir George Thurston, 
an eminent ship designer. 

It is interesting to note now that the data given by Captain Hough to Congress 
corresponds in all major details to the official information now given about the 
new ship.

The sections of 
the pamphlet deal with the following subjects: Organization, Commander and Staff 
Officers; Drill; Training; Liaison; and Ammunition. 

The regiment consists of Headquarters and Headquarters Battery; Service Bat- 
tery; Attached Search-Light Battery, for coast defense operations; Three two-bat- 
tery battalions; Medical personnel (attached); Ordnance personnel (attached); and 
Chaplain (attached). The strength of the battalions varies slightly with different 
caliber 

The regiment as such will rarely be a tactical unit; railway artillery battalions 
and batteries will ordinarily be used to reinforce the fixed armament in harbor 
defense, support mobile units assigned to coast defense, or be formed into Army 
Artillery groups for service in the field.

GENERAL IRELAND COMMENCES THIRD TERM AS SURGEON GENERAL. 
\pAJoR GEN. MERRITTE W. IRELAND, U. S. A., Surgeon General of the 
7 Army. enters upon his third term in that office today (Oct. 30, 1926). General 
Ireland was reappointed to the important office several months ago in consideration 
of his efficient administration through two previous terms. When first ap- 
pointed he was Chief Surgeon of the American Expeditionary Forces under General 
Pershing. and wa’s ordered from abroad to the United States to assume the office. 


General Ireland was the recipient this week of many felicitations from his 
numerous friends in the Aréiy and elsewhere on the commencement of his third 
term as Surgeon General. 


JOINT MEDICAL OFFICERS USE FOR RECRUITING OPPOSED. 
A CTING on instructions from the chief coordinator, representatives of the Army, 
o Navy and Marine Corps recruiting divisions held a conference on October 27 to 
investigate the practicability of putting into operation a suggestion made by him 
that one medical officer be utilized by all three branches of the services in each 
locality in connection with the work of recruiting. 

Strong opposition is manifest in all three branches of the service to this pro- 
posal which has been advocated and adversely decided against in the past. Practical 
experience has demonstrated the impracticability of such coordination and it is 
pointed out that an actual try-out in England gave such unsatisfactory results that 
the plan was abandoned after a short time. 











TESTS OF ARMY ANTI-AIRCRAFT GUNS SUCCESSFUL. 

HAT great strides have been made in anti-aircraft firing and that still greater 

strides will be made as experiments continue and new devices are perfected, is 
more and more evidenced by the splendid developments and achievements of the 
Ordnance Department of the United States Army. It can now be safely stated that 
anti-aircraft firing with newly developed guns and devices, is actually “controlled 
fire,” and the point of burst of shell can be removed at will, and by mechanical 
means can be placed on the target. 


It can no longer be said that the anti-aircraft gun is haphazard and is governed 
by rule of thumb, for experiments and tests at Aberdeen, Md., and elsewhere have 
shown that it is a perfectly effective and controllable weapon. With the aid of 
newly developed searchlights, airmen attempting to bomb at night will find it a 
difficult task if they come within the range of up-to-date anti-aircraft guns. 

It was with considerable satisfaction and interest that an important test of 
anti-aircraft guns was witnessed at Aberdeen on October 22, by officers of the Army 
and Navy. There was firing with the 30 and 50 calibre machine guns, 37 mm. auto- 
matic gun, and three-inch anti-aircraft gun. Both day and night practice was held, 
and this proved very instructive to a large group of officers witnessing the tests. 
Some of the details are held confidential. The target towed by a plane was shot 
away. 

Among those who witnessed the tests were: Major Gen. Clarence C. Williams, 
Chief of Ordnance; Rear Admiral M. M. Taylor and Comdr. L. H. Denny, U. S. N., 
Major Gen. A. Hero, jr., Chief of Coast Artillery, Major Gen. A. A. Fries, Chief of the 
Chemical Warfare Service, Major Gen. K. W. Walker, Chief of Finance, Major Gen. 
Creed C. Hammond, Chief of the Militia Bureau, Colonels Mitchell, Kilbourne, Alli- 
son, Jansen, Tschappat, Gulick, Grant, Margetts, Tyner, Peek, Bowen, and Stone, 
Majors Harris, Barnes, Cottrell, and Bonesteel, all U. S. A. 

Rear Admiral Taylor in speaking of the tests says he was very much impressed 
with them. 





TRANS-CONTINENTAL FLIGHTS NO LONGER NOVELTY. 

NDICATIONS that the novelty is wearing off aviation and that it is fast becoming 
established in our national “order of things” are seen in the fact a trans-con- 
tinental flight has just been completed by a naval aviator as a routine duty and 
minus the publicity that has accompanied all preceeding flights of similar nature. 
Lieutenant Ralph A. Ofstie, U. S. N., on October 6, left the Naval Air Station, 
Anacostia, D. C., in a Curtiss fighter, with a Pratt-Whitney Wasp engine, on a 
round-trip to the West Coast. The purpose of the flight is to thoroughly test this 
new type and to demonstrate it to the fighting air squadrons on the West Coast and 
get the reaction and suggestions of the Battle Fleet pilots before contracting for 
it in quantities. No advance notices were published and not until after Lieut. 

Ofstie had arrived safely on the Pacific Coast was it generally known.

senal, Md., will be pleased to learn 
that a call for bids for the construction 
of ten sets of officers’ quarters at that 
post, to cost approximately $90,000, were 
called for this week by the Quartermas- 
ter General of the Army.

The new houses for officers will be 
fitted up with all modern conveniences. 
As already noted in this paper the en- 
listed men on duty at Edgewood are 
comparatively well cared for in semi- 
permanent stucco barracks. 

Bids for construction work at some 
other posts are being prepared, and will 
soon be ready for advertisement.

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Changes in Infantry Drill 
Will Be Acted Upon Shortly 


At the suggestion of the Commandant 

of Cadets at West Point, the In- 
fantry Board at Fort Benning is study- 
ing a certain feature of the ceremony 
of “Parade,” which it is believed. will 
add to the interest and effectiveness of 
it. The Commandant of Cadets has sug- 
gested that a change be embodied in the 
Infantry Drill Regulations which - will 
provide “for all officers and guidon 
bearers to march to front and center,” 
instead of limiting the number as_ at 
present. According to the Commandant 
of Cadets, this suggestion would make 
the parade much more effective. Those 
who remember the old march to the 
front of all the officers of a battalion or 
regiment, in Upton’s Tactics, at the com- 
mand “Officers to the Front and Center,” 
will fully realize its effectiveness, when 
compared to the present. 

The question of whether squads shall 
turn on a fixed pivot has been under 
study by the Infantry Board, and the 
report of the latter has been received by 
the Chief of Infantry, prior to its sub- 
mission to the Chief of Staff for ap- 
proval. 

Complaints on Fixed Pivot. 

Many complaints were received by the 
Chief of Infantry which indicated that 
the provisions of paragraph 12 in the 
D. R., for the rear rank were not readily 
understood by the average enlisted man; 
that the amount of labor required to 
teach a squad to perform correctly the 
evolutions was out of all proportion to 
the results obtained; that the squad 
quickly forgets the movements even 
when it had been thoroughly drilled 
therein; that the ordinary shifts of the 
files of the rear rank which occur in 
every company have counteracted every 
effort to perfect the drill of the organ- 
ization in the execution of the turn on a 
fixed pivot; and that, as a consequence 
of these and other factors, close order 
drill generally, and movements involving 
turns on a fixed pivot in particular, are 
less regular and exact than should be 
the case. 

The Infantry Board recently drew up 
2 proposed change which simplified the 
explanation of the movements. The pro- 
posed description resembled very closely 
the one prescribed in Infantry Drill Reg- 
ulations, 1911. This change was sub- 
mitted to all Infantry regiments and the 
United States Military Academy for test 
and report. 

Of the thirty-two regimental com- 
manders who submitted comments on the 
proposed change, twenty-two are in favor 
of the change as written by the Infantry 
Board, seven offered suggestions of 
minor changes and three recommended 
that the text remain as it is at present.

War Department Action on 
Basic Course Failures Stated 


N regard to the large percentage of 

failures in the examination on Rules 
on Land Warfare, Basic Course for Offi- 
cers in Troop Schools, recently conducted 
in the 8th Corps Area, the War Depart- 
ment has taken action as follows: 

“In view of the circumstances con- 
nected with this case, those officers who 
have attained the mark of 65 per cent in 
the examination in question will be con- 
sidered as proficient and will be furnished 
certificates of proficiency in accordance 
with paragraph 14, ‘Regulations for the 
conduct of Basic Courses for Officers in 
Troop Schools.’ The other officers named 
will be reported as deficient in accord- 
ance with paragraph 17 of these Regu- 
lations.” 

Reasons For Failure. 

The attention of Commanding Gener- 
als of the Army has been invited to this 
large percentage of failures and also the 
reasons given. These are (a), short time 
allotted to course; (b) long interval 
from completion of course to examina- 
tion; (c) character of War Department 
examination, exceedingly difficult, one 
question requiring knowledge of appen- 
dices. 





Ordnance Department Notes. 

A TEST of a 1925 model of a 105 mm. 
= Howitzer by the Field Artillery 
Board is to be made at Fort Bragg, N. 
C. This gun will soon be shipped to the 
latter place from Aberdeen. It has been 
under test at the latter place for some 
time, where certain defects developed, 
but were overcome, and the gun is now 
in a satisfactory condition for test by the 
service. 

The Ordnance Department for some 
years has been conducting experiments 
to secure improvement in the design and 
manufacture of Belleville springs. 
Springs of this type, which are discs as- 
sembled with concave sides in opposi- 
tion, are used in those hydro-pneumatic 
recoil mechanisms where it is necessary 
to stop in a restricted space, the recoil 
of a heavy gun. Very little data is avail- 
able in this country on the design, correct 
manufacture and heat treatment of these 
springs, and it has been necessary to 
conduct experimental work to establish 
the best practice. Considerable improve- 
ment already has been effected, but ex- 
periments will be continued. 


It has been decided to make surplus 
and dispose of present stocks of 9.2- 
inch Howitzer guns and ammunition. A 
small number of these Howitzers was 
acquired during the World War, but their 
capabilities have proved not to justify 
the cost of their maintenance.

Corps of Engineers Develop 
Most Powerful Searchlight 


A MONG the most successful tests 
. which have been made at the Aber- 
deen Proving Ground for some weeks 
is the test of a new searchlight developed 
by the Corps of Engineers, U. S. Army, 
which is far ahead of anything of its kind 
heretofore invented. ‘This searchlight, 
which has been purchased by the War 
Department, has been adopted as a stand- 
ard equipment, and it is hoped to have 
all antiaircraft regiments supplied with 
them as fast as the necessary appropria- 
tions can be secured. 
Coast Artillery Tested Light. 

The new searchlight which has been 
tried out by the 61st Coast Artillery 
(AA) was manufactured by the Sperry 
Gyroscope Company of Brooklyn, N. Y. 
It has a beam candle power of approxi- 
mately two millions. The tests have 
proven its great superiority over other 
searchlights. 

The new light is a complete mobile 
unit mounted on a Cadillac chassis, and 
fitted with a generator for supplying 
power to the searchlight. 

The necessity of searchlights against 
night bombing operations by an enemy 
is imperative, and without them, an 
enemy’s air force could bomb cities and 
important places in the night time with 
impunity.

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U. S. Navy Lays Cruiser Keel; 
British Are Completing Nelson 


T*° widely separated events this week 
marked important steps in modern 
naval history. On Navy Day, Oct. 27, 
American warship construction, virtually 
in abeyance since the Limitation of Arm- 
ament Conference in 1921, was resumed 
when the keel of the U. S. S. Pensacola, 
the first of the so-called 10,000-ten 
“Treaty cruisers,” was laid in the Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard, with appropriate cere- 
monies, with William Green, President of 
the American Federation of Labor, driv- 
ing the first rivet. 

Coincident with this comes the first 
publication in England of the picture and 
description of the battleship Nelson, first 
of the two capital ships built under the 
conference treaty, which is nearing com- 
pletion. 

New Cruiser Characteristics. 

For the first time official data is made 
public on the characteristics of the new 
cruiser. It will be 585 feet long, 66 feet 
in beam, 19 feet draft and will have a 
speed of 33 knots and carry a battery of 
10 8-inch guns, four of the new five-inch 
anti-aircraft guns and six torpedo tubes. 
While provision has been made for pro- 
tection against gunfire, torpedo attack 
and aerial bombs has bene made as far 
as practicable, defensive armament has 
been sacrificed for speed and offensive 
power. The new cruiser will be extrmely 
vulnerable, though 2 powerful fighting 
unit, relying largely on speed and ma- 
neuverability for her principal defense. 

Official figures on the Nelson, which 
naval experts believe will be the most 
powerful fighting machines ever built, 
are as fololws: Standard displacement, 
35,000 tons (fuel and reserve feed-water 
probably will bring this up to 39,000 
tons); length, 702 feet; breadth, 106 feet; 
mean draft, 30 feet. 

Has Three Forward Triple Turrets. 

Much mystery has_ surrounded her 
main battery. The photograph shows 
nine sixteen-inch guns, in three triple 
turrets all forward of the bridge with 
the second turret superimposed so that 
the ship can train six big guns straight 
ahead and nine on either broadside, leav- 
ing stern fire impossible. This sacrifice 
is criticised by many experts who hold 
that war experience has demonstrated 
that this is an ill-advised defect, in spite 

of the off-setting advantages of the ad- 
ditional protection that can be afforded 
the gun positions and magazines. 

The cost of the Nelson is estimated 
at $37,000,000 and her construction has 
been going on for four years. In view 
of the fact that neither America or 
Japan can lay down replacement ships 
until 1931, England’s Treaty ratio will 
be overbalanced, as predicated at the 
time of the conference by the exnerts, 
for the next seven or eight years. 





NAVY AIDS HURRICANE VICTIMS. 
HE following message from Captain 
Clark H. Woodward, U. 8. N. com- 
manding officer of the cruiser Milwaukee 
received in the Navy Department on Oct. 
26, gives the first official estimate of the 
damage in the Isle of Pines by the hurri- 
cane of Oct. 20: 

“Have personally visited all American 
communities northern two-thirds of 
island (Island of Pines) and find about 65 per 
cent of their homes and business houses 
totally destroyed or damaged beyond repair, 
and remainder damaged in part, with con- 
sequent loss of household and personal 
effect According to most authentic data, 
3 Americans, 22 others dead; 100 Ameri- 
Cans injured of which 8 serious; 100 others 
Injured of which 40 serious. Of seriously 
injured, 6 Americans, 37 others sent to 
Havana for treatment. Total property dam-

BRITISH THANK U. S. NAVY

With the announcement that the Brit- 
ish sloop “Valerian” had foundered dur- 
ing the hurricane of October 22 while 
enroute from the Bahamas to Hamilton, 
Bermuda, with a reported loss of 84 
lives, Secretary Wilbur sent the British 
Admiralty at London the following mes- 
sage of condolence: 

“The United States Navy extends 
deepest sympathy to the British Navy 
in the loss of the “Valerian” with her 
gallant officers and crew.” 


NAVY CEMETERY IS MOVED. 

HE reinterment of 987 bodies removed 

from the old Naval Hospital Ceme- 
tery on Flushing Avenue, Brooklyn, N. 
Y., to the National Cemetery at Cypress 
Hills, Brooklyn, N. Y., took place on 
Oct. 17, 1926, with becoming ceremonies 
under the auspices of the United Spanish 
War Veterans, Department of New York, 
William A. Dawkins, past department 
commander of the State of New York, 
was chairman of the general committee. 

An officer writes: 

“The old cemetery at the U. S. Naval 
Hospital had been in existence on the reser- 
vation for practically 100 years, but has 
not been used for interment purposes for 
the past 16 years. The large amount of 
building that took place on the reservation 
during the war had completely filled the 
ground, leaving little space for recreation 
for patients or resident personnel and no 
space for further development of buildings. 
It, therefore, became necessary, as well as 
advisable, to move the remains to the Na- 
tional Cemetery. 

“The old idea of putting a cemtery so 
close to a hospital that the unfortunates 
lying on their beds of sickness could look 
out and see their last resting place and get 
the depression which such thoughts are 
likely to produce, has been relegated to the 
limbo of the middle ages, and it is now not 
considered necessary to remind patients 
that death terminates life and that we are 
all mortal.” 











Marine Corps Mail Guards 
Carry Improved Machine Gun 


QOL? time equipment and safe-guards 

are totally inadequate to meet the 
operations of modern bandits the Ma- 
rine Corps realizes. The frequency of 
banditry throughout the United States 
has emphasized the need for similarly 
modernized methods on the part of those 
charged with the protection of life and 
property and the adoption of the Thomp- 
son gun by the Marines to guard the 
United States mails is one of the Gov- 
ernment’s answers to banditry. Since 
the modern bandit uses a high-powered 
car with a machine gun—Marines 
armed with these machine guns have 
been placed on mail trucks. 

The weapon, which will fire 400 aimed 
shots per minute, is equipped with a 
new device invented by a Marine Corps 
officer, known as the Cutts compensator, 
which so controls the machine gun that 
it will not kick or rear up when fired. 
Equipped with the Cutts compensator, 
the light Thompson gun becomes the 
deadliest firearm in existence, experts 
state. 

Postmaster General Orders More. 

The Postmaster General on October 
26, personally viewed the new Thompson 
machine gun with the Cutts compensator, 
which was explained to him by Colonel 
Thompson and Colonel R. M. Cutts, U. 
S.M.C. The Postmaster General highly 
approved of this modification and directed 
the purchase of additional Thompson 
machine guns equipped with the Cutts 
compensator, which will be the standard 
equipment for mail guards. 

It was always considered a fact that 
all light automatic fire arms have a 
large dispersion due to the recoil and 
the action of the necessary operating 
mechanism: which could not be altered

THE ARMY AT A MINIMUM. 
HE Federal Council of Churches, in an Armistice Day message issued to thou- 
sands of congregations throughout the United States, expresses this important 
opinion: 

“It (the United States) has maintained its Army at a minimum.” 

Here is a recognition of a condition by an organization devoted primarily to 
the promotion of peace, which is worthy of the attention of those who contend that 
our Army should be disbanded and the country left defenseless. Further, the mes- 
sage declares that the United States has steadily set its face against militaristic 
imperialism, but it notes also that our history shows we have not been altogether 
free from aggression and the spirit and practice of imperialism. 

Coming from such a body as the Federal Council of Churches, the message has 
a significance which we hope everyone who reads and hears it, will not fail to grasp. 
The Army is now in this fortunate position. It finds the President, who wants its 
present strength maintained, backed by a strong religious body, by the American 
Legion and by the large business interests of the country. There is concurrent belief 
that the cut in the enlisted force, which lack of appropriations necessitated, was 
undesirable and a mistake. There is the further belief that the Army should be 
maintained at not less than substantially 11,750 officers and 118,750 enlisted men. 
It is to be hoped and expected that the appropriations which will be made will be 
sufficient to care for the force which the Federal Council of Churches describes as 
“a minimum.” 

We hope the Federal Council of Churches will send a copy of its resolution to 
every member of the House and Senate. 


BRITAIN SEARCHING FOR FIGHTING UNITY. 

NITY of control of the Army, Navy and Air Force of Great Britain seems 

destined to become a subject of further agitation in the British House of Com- 
mons when that body shall consider the next annual estimates for the Services 
named. Economy is the watchword in England as in the United States, and it is 
being advanced as a sound reason for at least closer and more united control of 
expenditures in the three arms. If the reports of two committees which investigated 
the question of service combination furnish any indication, the Army, Navy and Air 
Force are opposed in existing circumstances to “the complete or partial amalgama- 
tion of the common Services of the three Fighting Departments” and see no sub- 
stantial economies therefrom. Each wants its own Chaplain Corps, its own tech- 
nical schools, its own intelligence department, its own supply branch, transportation 
and recruiting sections. Aware of the need of closer relations, the committee pro- 
posed to obtain them through the creation of interdepartmental committees to co- 
ordinate the work of some of the common services. However, such committees have 
been tried in England and found wanting, and experience has shown that little is to 
be expected either in economy or increased efficiency through their operation. A 
College of Imperial Defense, which doubtless is receiving the attention of the Do- 
minion Conference now sitting in London, is on the way to establishment. At that 
college, students of all services will be instructed in a common military doctrine 
and will become familiar with each other’s problems. As a further measure to 
assure unity, the three Chiefs of Staffs of the fighting departments have been offi- 
cially declared to be individually and collectively responsible for the policies they 
recommend. Thus, as is evident, steps have been taken toward the creation of a 
Joint General Staff. 





The existing British Government holds that what has been done is adequate. 
It is opposed to a Ministry of Defense and clings to the existing system by which 
the Committee of Imperial Defense advises the Cabinet on defense matters. This 
committee has about 30 subcommittees, but no one knows how often it meets, what 
members or individuals attend, what reports are made and what disposition is made 
of the reports. And while this system is sharply criticized, even the most ardent 
advocates of a Ministry of Defense in England are not prepared to have their solu- 
tion adopted until a common doctrine of war between the three Services shall have 
been established and far closer cooperation effected. In the meantime, efforts are 
being made to create a Royal Commission which shall study the entire question and 
advise as to the further steps to be taken. 





FUTILITY OF THE “POISON GAS” TREATY. 

We met Senator Borah, chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee on 

F Street, Washington, D. C., the other day. In reply to a question, he asserted 
his intention to press to a vote the so-called Poison Gas Treaty and the new Treaty 
with the Turkish Government. He made no prediction as to the outcome, but he 
made it clear that so far as the “Poison Gas” Convention is concerned, it contains 
nothing which should hearten its advocates or discourage its opponents. To the 
Senator’s mind, it is merely a town meeting resolution, which binds nobody to any- 
thing and which contains holes so easy of expansion that any nation can crawl in 
or out of them as its judgment or desires dictate. 


Here is the opinion of the ablest constitutional and treaty lawyer in the Senate 
and it is something that “makes one to think.” A treaty that is merely a gesture— 
of what value is it? Its danger lies in the possibility of interpretation years hence 
which was not in the minds of the signatories nor of the ratifying power. Moreover, 
it is beginning to percolate through the average mind that gas has its defense just 
as any other weapon that when invented threatens to wipe humanity off the face of 


the earth. But of greater importance is the fact that when a nation has its back to - 


the wall, it will have no regard for treaties or promises, but will fight its enemy 
with anything that promises aid. President Roosevelt had as a cardinal feature of 
his policy refusal to affix the signature of the United States to any document which 
could not be carried out under any and all circumstarces. Perhaps the Senate will 


have this thought in mind when the gas treaty comes to a vote.

QUEEN REVIEWS 106TH INFANTRY. 
( UEEN Marie of Roumania honored 

the 106th Infantry, N. Y. N. G. (old 
23d), Col. Thomas Fairservis, by review- 


ing the regiment in its armory in Brook- ° 


lyn on the night of October 23, in the 
presence of many distinguished officers 
and civilians. In turn the regiment hon- 
ored Queen Marie by making her a hon- 
orary colonel and persenting her with a 
silver sword. 

It was the first time in the history of 
the National Guard of the United States 
that a Queen has ever reviewed one of 
its organizations. The armory was ap- 
propriately decorated and at the review- 
ing point a “Royal Box” had been 
erected. The Queen was received with 
a salute of 21 guns outside the armory 
and Colonel Fairservis and his staff es- 
corted the Queen to the reviewing box. 

On the reviewing stand the Queen was 
flanked by Borough President James J. 
Byrne, Mr. Jonas, Rumanian Charge 
d’Affaires Radu Djuvara, Maj. Gen. Wil- 
liam N. Haskell, Commanding the Na- 
tional Guard of New York, Brig. Gen. 
Franklin W. Ward, The Adjutant General 
of New York, Prince Nicolas and Prin- 
cess Ileana. After the regiment was 
presented to the Queen, she took her 
place on the floor in front of Colonel 
Fairservis and staff, followed by the 
Prince and Princess. She made an in- 
spection of the regiment, passing around 
the lines then returned to the “Royal 
Box” and stood at attention while the 
regiment marched by in review. 

The command made a fine appearance 
and Queen Marie complimented Colonel 
Fairservis. After the review the Colonel 
presented the Queen with a parchment 
which paid a tribute to her conspicuous 
service in connection with the Allied 
cause in the World War, and which con- 
ferred upon her the rank of Colonel of 
the 106th Infantry, which carried with 
it “the respect, confidence and affection 
of the officers and enlisted men of the 
regiment.” The Colonel presented the 
Queen a silver sword with an ivory 
handle. Prince Nicolas was presented 
with a gold cigarette case with the best 
wishes of the regiment, and Princess 
Ileana with a bouquet of American 
Beauty roses. 

After the review the Queen was es- 
corted to the Officers’ Council Room 
where a brief reception was held, and a 
number of guests were presented to the 
Queen. 
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General Hammond Tells Needs 
And Organization of Guard

enlisted men, which was, respectively, 94 
per cent and 83 per cent of the total 
strength of that time. 

In speaking of State Troops to replace 
the drafted National Guard, General 
Hammond stated that it is not intended 
that additional National Guard Units be 
raised to replace the drafted National 
Guard. In lieu of National Guard Units 
and for the purposes of police protection, 
within the border, many States will raise 
State guards, State police, or constabu- 
lary for the period of the emergency. 

The General stated that complete data 
regarding the establishing of funds re- 
quired for general mobilization had been 
prepared and that unit mobilization plans 
are kept up-to-date by all units in the 
most satisfactory manner. 

Modification of Nat. Guard Regulations. 

General Hammond pointed out the 
necessity for the modification of National 
Guard Regulations and on this matter 
said, “So much of Army Regulations 
cannot apply to the National Guard and 
so many A. R. pamphlets are distributed 
to the National Guard, that it would be 
an impossibility for the average Na- 
tional Guardsman to wade through the 
mass of matter to find just what con- 
cerned him. Consequently, the aim of 
the Militia Bureau is to place in NGR 
everything that National Guard per- 
sonnel needs to know, and also every- 
thing of impertance that the Regular 
Army personnel would need to know to 
define its relationship to the National 
Guard. 

“In our revision of National Guard 
Regulations, action has sometimes been 
delayed because those officers of the 
War Department through whose hands 
the regulations must pass for final ap- 
proval, do not always understand the 
problems of the National Guard, and are 
not familiar with the provisions of law 
which govern it. I cannot impress too 
strongly on you the necessity for a care- 
ful study of the National Defense Act 
in its application to the National Guard 
and a study of our regulations issued in 
furtherance of the provisions of the Na- 
tional Guard. You will be required to 
make use of this force. To do so with 
a minimum of delay and a maximum of 
efficiency will require a thorough knowl- 
edge of law and National Guard Reg- 
ulations and this can come only through 
careful and sympathetic study.” 

In closing the General stated that it 
would be not only unjust but ungrateful 
as well, should he fail to mention the co- 
operation which the Militia Bureau has 
had from officers of the War Depart- 
ment agencies, and the States. He also 
stated that the standard of Regular 
Army Instructor personnel on duty with 
the National Guard was never higher, 
and the very satisfactory state of train- 
ing in the National Guard today is due 
in a very large measure to the satisfac- 
tory instructor personnel, and, “finally, 
says General Hammond, “the Militia Bu- 
reau relations with the General Staff, 
the Adjutant General’s Office, and other 
War Department branches are being 
carried on in a most friendly and co- 
operative way, resulting in an increas- 
ingly better understanding of the prob- 
lems which confront the National Guard. 
And with better understanding comes 
happier solutions of those problems for 
all concerned.” 





165TH INFANTRY REVIEWED.

5ist Cavalry Brigade, N. Y. N. G., 
reviewed the 165th Infantry (old 69th

HELPING CALIFORNIA GUARDSMEN 
HE General Petroleum Company of 
Los Angeles, Calif., has been dis- 
playing a very active and helpful inter- 
est in the California National Guard.

NATIONAL GUARD FLYING PAY. 

Where officers and enlisted men be- 
longing to an organization of the Na- 
tional Guard on duty requiring them to 
participate regularly and frequently in 
aerial flights are directed to assemble 
with the entire organization for instruc- 
tion and drill on Monday of each week 
and perform flights on the following 
days of the week, such flying duty per- 
formed separately from the ordered as- 
sembly does not constitute a split as- 
sembly entitling to the 50 per centum 
increase for flying, the Comptroller 
stated this week. 





MEDICAL TREATMENT DEFINED 
AJOR GEN. CREED C. HAMMOND, 


Chief of the Militia Bureau of the 
War Department, in a recent communica- 
tion from his office relative to the medi- 
cal treatment of National Guardsmen, 
says: 

“The National Defense Act provides 
medical and hospital treatment for Na- 
tional Guardsmen injured in line of duty 
at encampments, maneuvers and other 
exercises, held under the provisions of 
Sections 94 and 97, until they are fit for 
transportation to their homes. The 
Comptroller General has ruled that they 
are fit for transportation to their homes 
when the daily attendance of doctors and 
nurses is no longer necessary, and the 
Judge Advocate General has held that 
rehabilitation is not contemplated by 
this Act, but only such treatment as is 
necessary to fit them for transportation 
to their homes. 

“This Bureau has no authority to fur- 
nish an artificial limb for a National 
Guardsman injured in line of duty at a 
State encampment.”

D. C. RESERVE OFFICERS. 
NUMBER of interesting and instruc- 
tive meetings for Reserve Officers in 

Washington, D. C., will be held as fol- 
lows: 
Air Corps. 

The meeting of the Air Corps Reserve 
Officers will be held Monday evening, No- 
vember 1, and will be conducted by Major 
Pratt and Lieutenant Reeves of the 
Training Section, Chief of Air Corps Of- 
fice. A feature of the evening will be 
the showing of a series of motion pic- 
tures which will include the 1926 Air 
Force Maneuvers, and work in connection 
with Parachute developments, the Crash 
Test, and the new Auto-gyro helicopter 
as conducted by the Air Corps. The re- 
mainder of the evening will be devoted 
to the completion of organizational plans. 
The grouping of officers according to 
their specialties will be effected, and se- 
lection made of group leaders to serve 
as such for the duration of the present 
inactive training season. Assignment 
of subjects to groups will be determined 
upon and announced at a later date. 


Chemical Warfare Service. 

The program scheduled for the meet 
ing of Reserve Officers of the Chemical 
Warfare Service to be held at Reserve 
Headquarters, at 8 p. m., November 4 
comprises a Basic Problem illustrating 
the employment of weapons and chemi- 
cal agents. The exercise will include 
a discussion of types and capacities of 
weapons used by the several branches 
for the projection of chemical materials, 
and the principles governing the selec- 
tion of weapons and agents in particu- 
lar tactical situations. 

Field Artillery. 

The next meeting of the 315th Field 
Artillery and other Field Artillery offi- 
cers of Washington and vicinity will be 
held Wednesday evening, November 5, 
at Headquarters Organized Reserves. 
Major W. R. Woodward, F. A., will con- 
duct the instruction in the following sub- 
jects: 

Occupation and Organization of Posi- 
tions as covered by Section IV, Training 
Regulations 430-155. This work will be 
conducted on a sand-table made up to 
scale from a map showing all ground 
features. This enables the officers to 
simulate actual conditions that would be 
encountered under field conditions. This 
work is all based on practical applica- 
tion of principles and reduces the theo- 
retical instruction to a minimum. 

“Axial Percussion Precision Firing.” 
as covered by paragraphs 207 and 21” 
to 216 inclusive, Training Regulations 
430-85, will also be taken up. This work 
will consist in the actual firing of prob- 
lems on the terrain board. 
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Convention Urges Reforms for Reserve 
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assigning to units of the Organized Re- 
serves only such officers as reside in the 
area to which the unit has been allocated; 

That no officer be assigned to a unit of 
the Organized Reserves without the ap- 
proval of the Commanding Officer of such 
unit; 

That officers now assigned to units shall 
be relieved from such unit upon the re- 
quest of the Commanding Officer thereof; 

That unit Commanders be given the 
greatest authority possible in the develop- 
ment of their units; 

That they be held 
military efficiency thereof; 

That a proper system of inspection be 
initiated; 

That the Commanders of units who do 
not show the proper military efficiency be 
relieved from duty; 

That unit Commanders be permitted to 
fill vacancies occurring in their units from 
among unassigned officers in their areas 
of appropriate branch and grade, or, if in 
their opinion it is for the best interest 
of their organizations, that a junior offi- 
cer be promoted to fill the vacancy, the 
unit Commander being permitted to request 
such promotion, providing the officer to be 
promoted holds a certificate of capacity; 

That the grade of general officer in the 
Organized Reserves be filled as rapidly as 
qualified Reserve Officers are available in 
appropriate unit areas. 

13. That this convention go on record 
as favoring the holding of a Defense Test 
annually, such Defense Test to be held on 
November 11th of each year, and that we 
favor the policy which contemplates a test 
mobilization of Reserve Units as a part of 
the exercises of that day. 

14. That in order to eliminate from the 
Reserve Corps Officers who fail to exhibit 
a reasonable degree of efficiency and ac- 
tivity, it should be recommended to the 
Wart Department: 

That the Reserve Corps Regulations be 
revised to provide that a renewal of a Re- 
serve Commission shall be tendered only 
on the following conditions: 

First—that the officer’s record shall show 
a reasonable degree of efficiency and ac- 
tivity during the expiring term. 

Second that favorable endorsements 
shall have been given by the officers unit 
or group Commander and the Executive 
Officer, providing, however, that in case of 
an unfavorable report the officer concerned 
shall have the right to appeal to the ex- 
amining board in his Corps Area for an 
examination to prove his fitness for a re- 
newal of his commission. 

15. That the funds appropriated by Con- 
gress for Reserve Officers’ training be al- 
leotted in one lump sum_ in lieu of the 
present practice of appropriating specific 
amounts for various purposes. 

16. WHEREAS, At a convention called 
by the League of Nations at Geneva, May 
ith, 1925, to consider the control of In- 
ternational Trade in Arms, Munitions and 
Implements of War, a protocol known as 
the Geneva Protocol on Gas was adopted 
by the delegates attending, forbidding the 
use by nations of chemical warfare in fu- 
ture wars, and 

WHEREAS, by entering into such a 
treaty this country would be placed at the 
merey of any nation refusing to ratify such 
an agreement, and 

WHEREAS, efforts have been made and 
are now being made to cripple our Na- 
tional Defense Act by ratifying this Treaty 
in our Senate in executive session; Now, 
therefore, be it 

RESOLVED: By this convention that 
this Association place itself on record as 
opposed to the ratification of such a treaty 
and believes that to adopt it would seri- 
ously jeopardize the best interests of the 
Nation, and be it further 

RESOLVED; that copies of this resolu- 
tion be sent to the President, the Secretary 
of War and the Chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs, and to every 
United States Senator.

Opening of Convention. 

Mayor Tyler, of Norfolk, in welcoming 
the Reserve Officers, stressed the interest 
Norfolk had in National Defense. 

Gen. Roy Hoffman, president of the 
association, in his annual address at the 
opening of the convention urged the ap- 
pointment of an Assistant Secretary of 
War directly in charge of Reserve af- 
fairs, which he said was the solution of 
the problem that is essential in bringing 
about the closest degree of co-operation 
between the War Department and the 
Reserves. 

Recognizing that an additional Secre- 
tary of War can be obtained only after 
a long fight, General Hoffman pleaded 
for a Reserve officer on duty at the War 
Department immediately under the di- 
rection of Assistant Secretary of War, 
Col. Hanford MacNider. The latter was 
declared to be in full sympathy with the 
purposes of the Reserve Officers’ Associa- 
tion. 

General Hoffman advocated that one 
or more Reserve officers with experience 
and ability be appointed for duty in the 
oftice of the Assistant Secretary of War. 

The general advocated increased ap- 
propriations for the training of Reserevs 
as not more than one-fifth of them can 
be trained annually at present. Any at- 
tempt to further limit the training Gen- 
eral Hoffman said, must be actively re- 
sented. , 

The plan to develop the Air Corps at 
the expense of the other branches was 
foolish, the General declared. He urged 
a more rigid examination for Reserve 
Officers, and he favored a continuance of 
commissions only of such officers, who 
are capable and mean something to the 
service. 

Referring to the Regular officers on 
duty as instructors the general said: 
“Only those Regular Army officers who 
understand the Reserves, and their prob- 
lems as civilian soldiers should be de- 
tailed as instructors.” 

The General declared that those per- 
sons living under the American flag who 
do not appreciate it, should be deported.

A number of _ interesting addresses 
were made. 

Major Gen. John L. Hines, U. S. A., 
Chief of Staff, in his address before con- 
vention, spoke of the commendable 
purposes of the association, and the val- 
uable assistance it had given the War 
Department, and commended its progress 
and aims. Extracts from his remarks 
follow: 

“When we look back we find that dis- 
tinct gains have been made with the 
project for the Organized Reserves. Our 
satisfaction with that progress depends 
upon the basis by which we measure our 
condition. If we apply the standard of 
our enthusiastic expectations after pas- 
sage of the National Defense Act of 
1920, then we are bound to feel disap- 
pointment. On the other hand, if we 
consider the advance of the Organized 
Reserves with respect to other elements 
of the Army of the United States, then 
we may feel elated. Of course, satisfac- 
tion should be tempered by realization of 
the fact that the Organized Reserves 
were due to make comparatively greater 
strides by reason of their more recent 
creation. 

“It has been our constant endeavor to 
so organize as to realize the one-army 
idea. To do this we follow the guiding 
principle that any proposed action must 
be considered with respect to its effect 
on each and every component. 

Promotions and Training. 

“Many Reserve Officers have expressed 
dissatisfaction at the present system of 
assignment and promotion. Figures in- 
dicate that collectively Reserve Officers 
have received more than a full share of 
rank. However, there undoubtedly exist 
many inequalities which justify a feeling 
of discrimination between _ individuals. 
Such inequalities were not entirely avoid- 
able. The War Department did not wish 
to lose the valuable interest and services 
of the World War veterans, so proceeded 
with the organization of the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps before -completion of the 
initial mobilization plans which were es- 
sential to the ascertainment of require- 
ments by grade in commissioned per- 
sonnel. 

“The assignment of Reserve Officers is 
closely connected with the question of 
promotion. Some assigned officers are 
unable to devote any time to military ac- 
tivities. This throws an additional bur- 
den on those officers who endeavor to 
maintain a high standard for their unit. 
A further difficulty lies in the fact that 
some surplus officers are attached to 
units and feel that such a position tends 
to unfavorable discrimination against 
them in the matter of promotion. 

“We cannot hope to undertake much 
advance in the scope of active training. 
Even were the appropriations to be made 
available, existing facilities would soon 
reach the limit of satisfactory utilization. 
Some improvements will be made in the 
method of apportionment of funds for 
training. We propose to institute a pro- 
cedure which not only will give training 
to the maximum number of officers, but 
also will enable designation a sufficient 
time in advance to permit full personal 
arrangements and other essential prepa- 
ration. 

Improving the Reserves. 

“The Officers’ Reserve Corps has 
reached a total which assures an ade- 
quate number of Reserve Officers for the 
initial requirements of our mobilization 
plans. To my mind, there are four defi- 
nite ends to which we should now devote 
our attention with a view to improve- 
ment of the Organized Reserves. First, 
we may increase the value of active 
training. Experience has already brought 
progress in this respect, but we should

Fifth Navy Day Anniversary 
Observed By Entire Nation 


TAVY DAY was observed by the en- 
tire nation on Oct. 27. It was 
featured by speeches delivered at vari- 
ous gatherings by the Secretary and 
Assistant Secretaries of the Navy, high- 
ranking Navy officers and the “open 
house” kept at all Navy stations and 
aboard ships for the general public. The 
story of the accomplishments and the 
aims and hopes of the Navy weve broad- 
cast to the far corners of the country 
by radio and the press. 

Secretary of the Navy Curtis D. Wil- 
bur, in an address given at the Navy De- 
partment, sounded the keynote of the 
national celebration by saying: 

“A first class Navy requires a first 
class merchant marine, and a first class 
merchant marine is dependent on a first 
class Navy.” 

Rosendahl Speaks Over Radio. 

Lt. Comdr. Charles E. Rosendahl, com- 
manding officer of the Los Angeles, de- 
livered an address over the .radio in 
which he gave a description of a flight 
in the Navy’s famous dirigible and alse 
said that commercial airships like the 
Los Angeles will be just as much a 
part of our merchant marine as the 
Leviathan and the George Wasuington 
and will be just as available for military 
use in time of war. 

In Chicago, Rear Admiral William A 
Moffett, Chief of the Bureau of Aeronau- 
tics, delivered a Navy Day address over 
the radio in which he called the Navy 
“the greatest factor we possess for the 
preservation of peace, if it is maintainec 
in strength equal to that of any other 


navy” and also said that the dominant 
power in sea control still remained witr 
ships.

Unjust in Practice. 

Moreover, the Delegation of the United 
States considered that it was technically 
unsound, and also unreasonable and un- 
just to those countries which had no 
trained reserves, or at least, those which 
did not possess a comparatively trained 
reserve, deliberately to minimize for pur- 
poses of comparison, the importance of 
one of the principal factors which went 
to make up the land and air armaments 
of a country. He asked the representa- 
tive of France whether he actually con- 
sidered the aeronautical industry person- 
nel as of any greater military value than 
the skilled workers in other technical 
trades. Could it be said, for instance, 
with any degree or accuracy, or possibly 
with any degree of honesty, that the 
men, or the women, or the children em- 
ployed in the aeronautical industry were 
of any greater military value than the 
skilled workers employed in the trans- 
portation trades, in the communication 
service, in the sanitary services, or, more 
particularly still, in the munitions indus- 
tries of the various countries, 

“The attempt to include civilian per- 
sonnel, men, women and perhaps chil- 
dren, employed in the aeronautical in- 
dustry in the armaments of a country 
was possibly open to thought. To the 
best of his knowledge no other commit- 
tee had yet introduced civilian personnel 
as a factor of comparison, nor had any 
other committee intimated that it was 
even subject to limitation.” 

Destructive of Conference. 

In view of the well known attitude fre- 
quently expressed by the French Delega- 
tion as to the interdependence of arma- 
ments, it would seem that the acceptance 
on the part of the Air Committee of any 
proposition advanced by any delegation 
to the effect that the Air Committee 
should drag in civilian personnel and say 
that for the purposes of comparison the 
civilian personnel of a country is arma- 
ment, was plainly designed to defeat the 
purposes of the conference. 

_“The present effort,” Major Strong 
concluded, “to include purely civilian per- 
sonnel as a matter of comparison of arm- 
aments appears to be merely an effort to 
lay an additional base for the extension 
of the definition of armaments to include 
not only the total population of a coun- 
try, men, women and children, and pos- 
sibly an estimation of that population 
which is yet unborn, but it seems to be 
a direct step toward including possibly 
a proposition, which was originally ac- 
cepted by the French delegation—such 
matters as hogs, fogs and bogs.” 

The committee, by a majority vote, 
adopted the following: 

“Civil pilots and civil specialists, em- 
ployed in civil, commercial, sporting, etc.,

tary air strength of great value by 
reason of the facility and rapidity with 
which they can be generally made use 
of for military purposes. They should 
as such be included among the particu- 
larly important factors for consideration 
to be used in comparing air armaments 
of different countries.” 

Commenting thereon on behalf of the 
American delegation, Capt. Adolphus 
Andrews, U. S. N., said: 

U. S. Opposes Decision. 

“The delegation of the United States 
has no objection to the inclusion of ‘civil 
pilots and civil specialists in civil, com- 
mercial, sporting, etc., aeronautics, and 
in the aeronautical industry’ in estimat- 
ing the potential air strength of a coun- 
try, which potential air strength may 
be defined as the ultimate war strength 
created during hostilities by means of 
all the general resources at the disposal 
of a country. The delegation of the 
United States does, however, strongly 
oppose the inclusion of the above per- 
sonnel in the reply to questions which 
deal with ‘standards by which it is pos- 
sible to measure the air armaments of 
one country against the corresponding 
air armaments of another country.’ 

“It is the opinion of this delegation 
that the above personnel should not be 
considered in any comparison which 
might lead to their being accepted as a 
factor entering into any basis of limita- 
tion or reduction of air armaments. 

“When the question of personnel was 
considered by the Air Subcommittee, 
the delegation of the United States 
strongly insisted upon the consideration 
of trained reserves as a most important 
factor in the comparison of air arma- 
ments of different countries, believing 
that such trained reserves should be 
discussed under the head of ‘available 
effectives’ and prior to the considera- 
tion of civilian, technical and non- 
technical personnel in an estimate of 
the air strength of a nation. 

Importance of Reserves. 

“The Air Subcommittee in its report 
recommended that civil pilots and civil 
specialists in the civil, commercial, sport- 
ing, etc., aeronautics and in the aero- 
nautical industry should be _ included 
among the particularly important fac- 
tors for consideration in comparing the 
air armaments of different countries but 
decided to refrain from taking into con- 
sideration trained reserves. 

“The Delegation of the United States 
attaches the highest importance to the 
existence of a body of trained reserves 
in time of peace which are not only 
available for use in time of war but, 
in point of fact will constitute a major 
part of the war time effectives. 

“Any standard or comparison or any 
basis of estimation of the air strength 
of a country which either tends to min- 
imize or ignore the existence and im- 
portance of trained reserves will not only 
fail to furnish the Preparatory Com- 
mission with the proper technical advice 
on the subject, but would be an incom- 
plete statement to which the delegation 
of the United States cannot be a party. 

“One of the greatest single factors, 
either in the preparation for war or in 
the actual prosecution of war, is the 
personnel factor, represented to a very 
large extent by trained reserves. These 
trained reserves form a most important 
part of the preparation for war made 
in time of peace, and in the opinion of 
the delegation of the United States, 
should be the only personnel other than 
that of the permanently organized mili- 
tary establishment, considered as a fac- 
tor in the comparison of the air arma- 
ments of different countries.”

AERONAUTICS AND RADIO 





Aeroplane Short-Wave Radio 
Sets Developed by U. S. Army 


N important activity of the Radio 

section of the Signal Corps of the 
Army has been the development of radio 
equipment—both transmitting and re- 
ceiving—for use in Army airplanes. Were 
the space in planes not so limited, there 
are dozens of commercial sets which 
would fill all requirements. However, 
lack of space and the necessity for mini- 
mum weight, combined with the con- 
stantly increasing distances which air- 
pianes fly from their home stations, have 
made the problem difficult. 

The recent discovery of the possibili- 
ties of short-wave transmission and re- 
ception has opened an avenue of progress 
on this problem. However, while the 
short-wave sets have shown some re- 
markable results in permanent ground 
stations, their adaptation to airplane use 
is still not entirely satisfactory. The 
short-wave sets meet the requirements as 
to space and weight, but the performance 
of the short waves is sometimes ex- 
tremely freakish. 

Certain wave lengths are ineffective 
for certain distances. Again, wave 
lengths found suitable for certain dis- 
tances at one season were found entirely 
unsuitable for the same distance at an- 
other. There is also the phenomenon 
known to radio men as the “skip dis- 
tance” effect. Although the Signal 
Corps has gathered sufficient data for a 
working basis for design of short-wave 
airplane sets, future experiments un- 
doubtedly will disclose many interesting 
discoveries. 


ENGLAND WITHOUT AIR RECORDS. 


Great Britain does not at present hold 
a single record in any branch of avia- 
tion, according to a recent dispatch. It 
ls expected, however, that three ships 
now being built secretly by order of the 
Air Ministry will develop a speed of 
between 4% and 5 miles per minute 
and it is hoped that these planes will 
develop the speed claimed for them and 
bring a new world’s record to the United 
Kingdom, 
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Aeronautical Notes. 


CCORDING to London news dis- 

patches the Japanese Admiralty has 
purchased a fleet of the latest Blackburn- 
Napier torpedo-planes from England. 
The planes are of the amphibian type 
and are designed to dive towards enemy 
ships at a high rate of speed discharg- 
ing torpedoes a few feet above the water 
and then climbing swiftly out of the 
range of anti-aircraft guns. 





After making 86 hits on a sleeve 
target, one of the highest scores in 
aviation record for individual machine 
gun practice, Lieutenant J. F. Gillon, 
U. S. N., attached to Scouting Plane 
Squadron One, Atlantic Fleet, was sent 
up by umpires for another run on the 
target because he was judged within 
the minimum range allowed for the 
practice. On the second run, with the 
range carefully measured, Lt. Gillon 
sent 92 bullets through the sleeve in 
one burst. 


Italy’s pilots entered for the Schneider 


Cup Race which will be held at Nor- 
folk, Va., on November 11, called upon 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy for 
Aeronautics, Edward P. Warner, Octo- 
ber 25. The Italian team arrived in 
New York on October 23 with the three 
planes they will fly in the race for the 
international trophy. 

The Italian pilots are: Maj. Mario 
De Bernardi, Capts. Arturo Ferrarin, 
Guascone Guasconi, and Lieut. Adriano 
Bacula, all Royal Air Force. 

The pilots were accompanied on their 
official call by Major Aldo Guglielmetti, 
of the Genio Aeronautic Corporation, 
and Commander Silvio Scaroni, Naval 
Attache at the Italian Embassy. 





Lt. De Long Mills, U.S.N., of VT Squad- 
ron One, who has been conducting the 
fog dispelling tests in conjunction with 
the Army at Hartford, Conn., made two 
tests recently. 

The first test was made when a cloud 
at 3,600 feet altitude, cubical in shape, 
about 800 feet on a side, was attacked. 
One trip was made over the top center 
of the cloud and the sand cut the cloud 
in half. A second trip over the cloud 
caused it to vanish completely. 

A large cloud directly over the city 
was attacked next day at about 1,300 
feet. The plane entered the cloud at 
about 1,200 feet altitude. As the cloud 
was larger and thicker than the pilot 
anticipated, he decided to turn about and 
get out to avoid any embarrassing com- 
plications. To his surprise, on turning 
around it was discovered that the plane 
had cut a wind path in the cloud which 
enabled him to return to open air without 
any mishap. 

Recently a new model of the aro- 
marine inertia starter was demon- 
strated at the Naval Air Station, Ana- 
costia. This starter is much smaller and 
one-third lighter than the original type 
“A,” but is slightly more effective. It 
retains all the advantages of inter- 
changeability and adaptability to both 
right or left-hand cranking that were 
possessed by the earlier model. 

Installed on a Wright T-3B engine of 
1,947 cu. in. capacity and using the 
booster magneto, the starter proved 
capable of making as many as six con- 
secutive starts on a single cranking. 
It is planned to procure a limited num- 
ber of the new starters for service tests. 





The FB airplane which Lieutenant 
Cuddihy piloted to victory in the open 
fighting plane race at Philadelphia, Sep- 
tember 11, was flown over the measured 
speed course at Anacostia after its re- 
turn from Philadelphia. On the tri- 
angular 12-mile race course Lieutenant 
Cuddihy averaged nearly 180.5 miles per 
hour. Over the measured course the 
plane showed a high speed of 186.5 miles 
per hour. This performance is a credit 
to the skillful piloting of Lieutenant 
Cuddihy and to the Packard Model 2A- 
1500 engine which equips the FB-3. This 
particular engine, with a compression 
volume ratio 7.65 to 1, develops approxi- 
mately 600 H. P. at 2350 r. p. m. and 








Instructions for U. S. Army 
Air Mechanics’ Exams Issued 


i STRUCTIONS to govern the examina- 

tion and classification of enlisted men as 
air mechanics have ben issued by the 
War Department: No enlisted men will 
be rated as air mechanics until funds 
are available for the purpose. 

Examinations for the rating of air 
mechanic, first class, and air mechanic, 
second class, will be held at such times 
and places as the exigencies of the serv- 
ice require. Examinations will be lim- 
ited to enlisted personnel of the Air 
Corps who make application in writing 
to and are recommended by their re- 
spective organization commanders. The 
examinations will be conducted by boards 
composed of officers of experience in the 
Air Corps, each board to consist prefera- 
bly of three officers except when it is 
manifestly impracticable to secure that 
number. Examining boards will be con- 
vened by commanding officers of Air 
Corps stations, commanding officers of 
Air Corps units larger than a squadron, 
or by the commanding officers of Air 
Corps troops at other than Air Corps 
stations. 

Rating Qualifications. 

Ratings will be granted only to en- 
listed men who have demonstrated their 
fitness and have shown that they possess 
the necessary technical qualifications 
therefor and are engaged upon the du- 
ties pertaining thereto. When an enlisted 
man holding a rating as air mechanic 
reenlists on the day following the date 
of his discharge, his rating will be con- 
tinued in force. 

The rating of air mechanic, first class, 
will be given only to those men who 
have completed three years’ service in 
the Air Corps except— 

Those who have successfully completed 
a prescribed course at an Air Corps 
special service school. 

Those who have served as commis- 
sioned officers of the Air Corps of the 
Army of the United States. 

The rating of air mechanic, second 
class, will be given only ‘to those men 
who have completed two years’ service 
in the Air Corps. or those specially ex- 
cepted. 

Examinations for air mechanic ratings 
will be both theoretical and practical. 
The theoretical examination will consist 
of such questions as are considered 
necessary to show that the candidate’s 
practical knowledge is based on correct 
theoretical information. The Chief of the 
Air Corps will, from time to time, pre- 
seribe the scope of these examinations. 








ADVISORY AIR COMMITTEES. 
In addition to the Advisory Air Co- 
ordination Committee which consists of 


. Assistant Secretary of War (for avia- 


tion), the Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy (for aviation), and the Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce (for aviation). 
there are already in existence .three 
other agencies for coordinating the 
air activities of the Government. These 
are: The National Advisory Committee 
for Aeronautics, which is composed 
largely of civilian technical experts of 
the Government; the Aeronautical Board, 
composed of three representatives from 
the Army and three from the Navy, 
headed by the Chief of the Army Air 
Corps and the Chief of the Naval Bureau 
of Aeronautics; and the Jeint Army and 
Navy Board, which is composed of the 
Chief of Staff of the Army; the Deputy 
Chief of Staff of the Army; Assistant 
Chief of Staff, War Plans Division, Gen- 
eral Staff of the Army; the Chief of 
Operations of the Navy; the Assistant 
Chief of Operations of the Navy, and 
the Director of the Planning Division of 
Naval Operations.

Radio Items. 


HE South Park Commissioners have 

announced that the broadcasting 
rights for the Army and Navy Football 
Game to be held in Chicago November 
27 will be given to four newspaper sta- 
tions, WGN, WMAQ, KYW, and WEBH, 
so that those not fortunate enough to 
obtain admission to the field will at least 
get the reports from these stations. 





The Danes prefer American radio 
equipment to all other foreign makes 
according to a report from Commercial 
Attache H. Sorensen, to the Department 
of Commerce, regarding the radio exhi- 
bition being held in Copenhagen by the 
Danish wholesale radio dealers. 

There is an apparent increase in the 
number of complete sets being imported, 
although much of the radio equipment is 
imported to be assembled locally. Com- 
mercial Attache Sorensen states that the 
increase of complete sets being imported 
is probably due to the change in wave 
lengths of Denmark, which are usually 
short lengths. Only one station, Sor, 
sends on a wave length of more than 
1,000 meters. 

The sets in use are practically all of 
the neutrodyne type with from four to 
seven tubes. Great stress is put on the 
selectivity of the sets, as it is generally 
desired that a tube set should be able 
to take all European stations without in- 
terruption. There are practically no Ger- 
man or English sets on display at the 
exhibition and only a few of French 
make. 

American radio parts and accessories 
are apparently holding first place in the 
exhibition, notwithstanding the fact of 
late Danish industry is making headway 
in getting a share of this business. Since 
last year several new firms have been 
established for the manufacture of ra- 
dio parts, and most of the Danish radio 
parts displayed gives the impression of 
being of good quality. 





There were 125,047 radio licenses in 
Australia at the end of June, or 2.1 per 
cent of the population according to a re- 
port to the Department of Commerce by 
Trade Commissioner E. G. Babitt at 
Sydney. This represents nearly 100 per 
cent increase for the year. The future 
administration of radio in Australia is 
still being considered by the Post Office 
Department and the wave-length ques- 
tion which involves problems of a tech- 
nical nature, is being studied. It is ex- 
pected something definite regarding this 
matter will be announced shortly. 





The efficiency of the Army’s Radio 
Net in the transmission of Government 
business was demonstrated by the recent 
handling of two messages received at the 
War Department from widely separated 
stations. A radio message filed at Fort 
Sam Houston, Tex., at 9:30 a. m., Cen- 
tral time, was delivered at 11:15 a. m., 
Eastern standard time, or in exactly 45 
minutes. On the same day a message 
was filed at Anchorage, Alaska, at 9:41 
a. m., Pacific Coast time. It was sent 
by cable to Seattle and thence relayed by 
radio through San Francisco, Calif., and 
Fort Leavenworth, Kans. Delivery was 
made in Washington, D. C., at 2:19 p. m., 
Eastern standard time, the entire trans- 


mission having been made in an hour 
and 38 minutes. These messages were 
handled in a routine manner and under 


normal operating conditions.

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New Instructions Are Issued 
To Improve Musketry Training 


EPORTS received at the War De- 
partment indicate that musketry 
training is not keeping pace with the 
progress being made in marksmanship. 

A communication recently issued by 
the War Department states: 

While this condition may be in part due 
to the absence of proper range facilities at 
certain stations, it is nevertheless apparent 
that musketry instruction has not every- 
where received the attention that its im- 
portance warrants. As many of the mus- 
ketry exercises prescribed in TO 145-5 as 
it is praeticable to hold under authorized 
ammunition allowances will be conducted, 
due consideration being given to local range 
facilities.

ketry exercises which 
from black and white 
gets less abrupt to the 
purpose, and as a part of Exercise No. 9, 
paragraph 35b, TR 145-5, there will be fired 
by every soldier required to take part in 
musketry training either a musketry exer- 
cise embodying the elements of a skirmish 
run or a minimum of one skirmish run with 
bal! cartridges as indicated in paragraph 2 
below. The run will be preceded by several 
runs without ammunition, in order to ac- 
custom the soldier to the procedure. 

Hereafter each company, or like organi- 
zation, which is required to have musketry 
training will keep a record of exercises 
held. This record will include, for each 
exercise, a brief description of the exer- 
cise and a statement of the ammunition ex- 
pended and of the results obtained.

The skirmish line, depending upon the 
number of target groups available, is 
formed in line opposite the targets at a 


distance of 600 yards, slings adjusted; 15 
rounds of ammunition per man are issued; 
pieces are loaded as prescribed in TR 50-20, 


and the line is advanced, pieces at the 
“safe” to the 500 yard firing point. Here 
the line is halted and each skirmisher, with- 


out further command, takes the prone posi- 


tion. The piece will not be brought to the 
“ready” until after the command for firing 
is given. 


Commands for firing will be given within 
10 seconds after halting at each range and 
as prescribed in TR 420-85. Twenty sec- 
onds after the command for firing the 
command or signal is given to cease firing 
and is so timed that the last word of the 
command or the signal will coincide with 
the expiration of the time limit. 

The firing having céased the advance is 
resumed promptly and continued to 400, 
300, 260, 225 and 200 yards in turn at each 
of which ranges there are fired the number 
ef rounds as indicated in the table. The 
halt at 300 and 225 yards finds the soldier 
with but one and two cartridges, respec- 
tively, in his piece. As soon as these have 
been fired the piece is reloaded with a full 
clip and the firing resumed. 

Speed of Advance. 

The advance from 600 yards to successive 
ranges is made at commands as prescribed 
in TR 420-85. To include 300 yards the ad- 
vance from each range is made, the first 
half at quick time and the second half at 
double time. Beginning at 300 yards the 
advance to each successive range is made 
at the run. 

For each shot fired before the command 
for firing or after the command or signal 
to cease firing five points will be deducted 
from the firer’s score. 

The instructor will, as a rule, march the 
line forward to inspect the results of the 
firing. The soldier will not be permitted 
to touch his target until after it has been 
marked. 

In scoring, a hit on the “E” target will 
count three and a hit on the “F” target 
five. Richochets will count as hits. 

Hits to be counted must be plainly those 
made by bullets and not by stones or gravel 
which are thrown against the target by im- 
pact of bullets in front of the target. 

Variations. 

The above described skirmish run may 
be so conducted that healthy competition 
is had between squads, sections, and pos- 
sibly platoons. Thus, each section or squad 
under its own leader makes the run and

the records made by the various sections 
or squads are compared. As each firer will 
have his own target group the record made 
by each individual can be determined. 

Another variation may be had by fixing 
each cartridge clip so that only two out of 
five cartridges are ball cartridges, the oth- 
ers being dummy cartridges, and the firer 
does not know which are ball. Then, by 
approximately increasing the time limits 
for firing, each man will theoretically fire 
a greater number of shots at each range, 
which will better simulate combat condi- 
tions and at the same time there will be 
no increase in ammunition expenditure. 





FIRING MECHANISM 155 MM. GUNS. 
HE following question relative to the 
proper manner of inserting the fir- 
ing mechanism block into the breech 
mechanism of the 155 mm. guns em- 
ployed for fire against seacoast targets, 
was recently raised by the Coast Artil- 
lery Board, in its project No. 481 entitled 
Coast Artillery Target Practice Reports: 
“Some officers who have had experi- 
ence with 155 mm. guns state that there 
is difficulty in maintaining a 15 second 
rate of fire unless an improvised com- 
bined sponge and rammer be used or 
the firing mechanism block be partially 
inserted before the breech is completely 
closed. In some departments the partial 
insertion of the firing mechanism block 
before the breech is completely closed 
is prohibited. It is the opinion of the 
Coast Artillery Board that there is no 
danger in partially inserting the firing 
mechanism block before the breech is 
completely closed. In order that all 155 
mm. batteries may be on the same basis 
it is believed that the practic® of par- 
tially inserting the firing mechanism 
block before the breech is completely 
closed either should be permitted or pro- 
hibited universally.” 

The matter was. submitted by this 
office to the Chief of Ordnance for recom- 
mendation in the premises. The Chief 
of Ordnance stated on October 11, 1926 
in part as follows: 

“It is the opinion of the Ordnance 
Department that in establishing uniform 
rules for target practice with the 155 
mm. Gun, M 1918 (Filloux) that it is 
advisable to require that insertion of the 
firing mechanism block be done after the 
breech mechanism has been screwed 
home. The original object of provid- 
ing the type of firing mechanism was 
for greater safety.” 

“As to the combined sponge and ram- 
mer, the Ordnance Department will un- 
dertake to design one for test in 155 
mm. Guns.” 

The Chief of Coast Artillery approved 
the recommendation made by the Chief 
of Ordnance, and instructions have been 
issued to all Coast Artillery units fir- 
ing the gun in question, directing them 
to close the breech mechanism entirely 
before inserting the firing mechanism 
block. 


ARMY CONTI TROLS 84 CEME STERIES 
HERE are 84 National Cemeteries 
under the jurisdiction of the War De- 

partment, and the Quartermaster Corps 

of the Army is in direct charge of them. 

The largest cemetery in area is Arling- 

ton, at Fort Myer, Va., with an area of 


408.03 acres. The smallest is Ball’s 
Bluff, Leesburg, Va., with an area of 
-0057 acres. Ball’s Bluff Cemetery also 


contains the smallest number of graves, 
with one known and 24 unknown dead. 
Arlington National Cemetery contains 


the greatest number cf graves, with a 
total of 35,380 on June 30, 1926. Of these 


30,667 are of known and 4,713 of un- 
known soldier dead. 

The 84 national cemeteries have a 
combined area of 2,105 acres and contain 
249,279 identified and 153,416 unidenti- 


fied dead, a total of 402,695 graves. The 
Fort Myer, Va.; Camp Butler, Spring- 


field, Ill.; City Point, Va.: 
Brooklyn, N. Y.; Finn’s Point, Salem, N. 
J.; Fort Smith, Ark.; Hampton, Va.;

Have Appeal to Army Women 





Epitor’s Note: Mrs. Amos A. 
Fries, wife of Maj. Gen. Fries, 
U.S. A., Chief of the Chemical War- 
fare Service, in the accompanying 
article, tells of the work of the 
D. A. R. Her views should be of 
interest to all Service women. 


By MRS. AMOS A. FRIES. 
THE Society of the Daughters of the 

American Revolution should have a 
particular appeal to the Army women 
since it is the one large organization 
which stands to preserve in a civilian 
way what the army does in a military 
way—to preserve and uphold the gov- 
ernment at all times. 

It is technically a government institu- 
tion and has to make a report each year 
to Congress through the Smithsonian In- 
stitution. It is classed as educational. 
Its objects, as set forth in its charter 
are, first, to perpetuate the memory 
and spirit of the men and women who 
achieved American Independence, by the 
acquisition and protection of historical 
spots and the erection of monuments; 
encouragement of historical research, 
preservation of documents and relics of 
the Revolutionary period: second, to 
cherish and maintain the institutions of 
American Freedom, and, third, that on 
which rests its great power and influ- 
ence: That farewell injunction of Wash- 
ington, “To promote as an object of pri- 
mary importance, institutions for the 
general diffusion of knowledge”—this 
last in order to develop an enlightened 
public opinion and afford in youne and 
old such advantages as shall develop in 
them the largest capacity for perform- 
ing their duties as American citizens. 

Cultural Diversion Offered. 

The historical part of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution needs no 
explanation. To the Army woman who 
cares to follow that line of work. diver- 
sion with cultural value is offered which 
will not flag with change of station. 
Preservation of relics and the study of 
the Colonial period will provide an abid- 
ing recreation. 

The distinctly educational phase of the 
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society’s work offers a world of useful- 
ness to any woman, whether it deals with 
Americanization (which is direct work 
with the immigrant) or with that of the 
Southern Mountain school of which the 
Daughters maintain two of the 13 they 


assist. Personal service of this kind 
gives one a broader grasp of the big 
problems of the times. The society’s 


work with the immigrant was so success- 
ful that the government asked for a spe- 
cial report on the methods used and 
those in charge of passing the immigra- 
tion act were very anxious to get its 
approval. 

Sscial Side of Value. 

The social side is of distinct value to 
Army women for it brings them in touch 
with the women in civil life in a way 
that is not possible in parties and dances 
and should also be a distinct benefit in 
helping to give a good impression of the 
army to the outsiders. 

Wherever the army is_ stationed, at 
home or abroad, a chapter of the D. A. 
R. will be found close at hand which 
will welcome all other Daughters who 
make themselves known. The Army and 
Navy Chapter in Washington, of which 
Mrs. Eli A. Helmick is the Regent, hopes 
to make that the largest chapter in the 
country, but whether an army woman 
joins this, or a chapter in her own home 
town, she is sure to find in it a source 
of benefit and a point of contact with a 
world outside her usual sphere, and to 
have a feeling of pride in being a part 
of a great force to withstand the present 
assault on American Institutions.

“Army-Navy Guards and Centers Compared 


[HE Army and Navy lines this season seem to be up to the best standard set in 

previous years, although the Navy line has been more or less of a “prima donna” 
type to date as evidenced by its “stone-wall” work in the Princeton game and its 
picket-fence aspect in the Colgate game. There is no question that both the Cadet 
and Midshipmen lines will be at their best in the Army-Navy game and will give the 
spectators an opportunity to see what happens when an “irresistible force” strikes 
an “immovable object.” 

The average height of the Army and Navy guards is identical, being 5 feet 9 
inches. In average age, the Cadet guards have the advantage of approximately six 
months’ experience in facing the world, since the Midshipmen aggregate 21.2 years 
while the Cadets average 21.7 years. In weight the Cadets have an average avoir- 
dupois of 188.7 pounds while the Midshipmen’s general weight for the guard position 
js 182.8 pounds. 

According to the varsity line-ups so far this season it looks as if Cadet Ham- 

mack, of Blackstone, Va., will face J. H. Cross or E. J. Burke, who have both played 
left-guard position for the Navy, with present chances favoring Cross. Hammack is 
93 years old, weighs 185 pounds, and is 5 feet 11% inches tall. Cross is the same 
age and weight but is about an inch shorter. Burke on the other hand is four years 
younger, being 19, weighs 174, and is 6 feet tall. . 
"Qn the other side of Army center, Schmidt, 23 years old, weighing 197 pounds 
aud 5 feet 11 inches tall, will probably clash with Midshipman Arthur S. Born, 
brother of Charles Born, Cadet right end. Midshipman Born, after two years of 
scrub backfield training, has found his place at right guard and will undoubtedly 
retain this position. 

Other guards available for Army are Seeman, Waldrop, Lynch, Schermacher, 
Travis, Muse and Harris. The Navy lists Aichel, Pierce, C. H. Duborg, F. R. Duborg, 
Brockman, Zondorak and Dodge as guards on A squad. 

Army Has More Centers. 

For center position there are five Army candidates on the Varsity squad com- 
pared with three on the Navy squad. Cadet M. F. Daly to date has played center 
for the Army and seems to be the permanent occupant of this berth. He is likely 
to meet either W. G. Osborn or H. L. Warren, both of whom have held down the 
Navy center berth creditably. Daly is 23, weighs 180 and is 5 feet 10% inches tall. 
Warren is 22, weighs 180 and is 5 feet 10 inches tall, while Osborn tips the scales at 
185, is 21 years of age and 6 feet tall. 

The average age, weight and height of the Army centers is 20.6 years, 174.2 
pounds and 5 feet 10 inches, compared to 22 years, 181.6 pounds and 5 feet 10.8 
inches for the Navy. The other Army centers available are Kenny, Wimer, Hall 
and Fritzche. The Navy has one good center on A squad besides Osborn and War- 
ren. He is H. L. Hoerner. 

Taken all in all the Army and Navy lines appear to be fairly evenly matched so 
that the driving power of the two backfields will prove a considerable factor in the 


coming contest.

HE Cadet team faces its second real

Army B Squad in Game.

The Army re- 
serve line played well, but they dis- 
played rather poor work in their kick- 
ing department. Macdonald, the Hub 
punter, outdistanced both Murrell and 
Brentnall, the Army kickers. The ex- 
pected overhead attack of the visitors 
was much in evidence, but~the Cadets 
were able to meet it effectively. 

Army’s defenses broke up several well- 
planned air attacks. The Cadets began 
scoring early. Harry Wilson romping 17 
yards around the Boston right end for 
the first score. Harding and Murrell 
along with Wilson had carried the ball 
through the Boston opposition from mid- 
field. 

Cadets Score Three Times. 

In the second period three Army touch- 
downs were scored, Murrell, Brentnall 
and Hewitt all flashing across the final 
Boston chalk mark. Brentnall’s 10-yard 
dash came when Meehan tossed a forward 
pass into his arms behind the visitors’ 
goal posts. Brownlee, a substitute end, 
also carried the ball over for a touch- 
down in the third quarter on a forward 
pass from Brennan. Meehan scored 
Army’s final touchdown in the last pe- 
riod, when the Cadets, after meeting real 
stubborn defense, had the ball on Bos- 
ton’s l-yard mark.

FINANCIAL DIGEST 


By a Market Expert. 

'THE following is a summary of general 

business and financial conditions 
throughout the several Federal Reserve 
Districts, based upon statistics for the 
months of September and October, as 
contained in the forthcoming issue of the 
Federal Reserve Bulletin: 

Industrial and trade activity increased 
in September and is at present in con- 
siderably larger volume than in mid- 
summer. The price of cotton has de- 
clined sharply within recent weeks, while 
prices of most groups of commodities 
have advanced. Volume of bank credit 
has increased seasonally, and money 
rates have remained firm. 

Production in basic industries and fac- 
tory employment and pay rolls advanced 
in September to the highest points since 
last spring. The increase has been par- 
ticularly large in textile mill activity. 
Consumption of cotton has increased 
considerably, woolen mill activity is the 
largest since January, and employment 
has increased in nearly all branches of 
the textile industry. Iron and steel pro- 
duction was maintained from early in 
August until the latter part of October 
at a level higher than for the corre- 
sponding period of previous years. Au- 
tomobile output was reduced in Septem- 
ber, but continued larger than a year 
ago. Mining of coal has steadily in- 
creased since mid-summer, and_ the 
weekly run of crude petroleum from 
wells in October reached the highest 
level since June of last year. Building 
contracts awarded during August and 
September were only slightly smaller in 
value than the awards for the corre- 
sponding period of last year and in the 
first half of October far exceeded those 
of a year ago. A substantial decline in 
contracts for residential structures has 
been largely offset by increases in awards 
for industrial and engineering projects. 
The Department of Agriculture’s Octo- 
ber 18 estimate placed cotton production 
at 17,454,000 bales, an increase of about 
three-quarters of a million over the esti- 
mate made on the first of the month and 
of 1,350,000 bales more than last year’s 
crop. 2 
Wholesale and retail trade increased 
in September and was slightly larger 
than last year. Railroad freight car 
loadings reached new high weekly rec- 
ords in September, and shipments were 
maintained during the early weeks of 
October in much larger volume than in 
previous years. 

Except for a temporary firming around 
the first of October, there has been little 
change in the condition of the money 
market. Rates on commercial paper and 
on acceptances have remained at the 
levels established in September.

Problems of Merchant Marine 
Stated by Chairman O’Connor 


HAIRMAN TERENCE V. O’CON- 
NOR, of the United States Shipping 
Board, in the opening address at the 
hearing on the Merchant Marine held 
in Buffalo, N. Y., Oct. 27, outlined the 
progress of the Merchant Marine and its 
problems. 
He said, in part: 


If there is one national policy definitely 
and clearly fixed by expression of Congress, 
it is that policy which provides that the 
United States shall have an adequate Mer- 
chant Marine for commerce and for na- 
tional defense purposes. Those who would 
go around seeking to make it a matter for 
debate need only to read the Merchant Ma- 
rine Act of 1920. That Act of Congress 
passed by a Republican Congress and ap- 
proved by a Democratic President settled 
for all time that the United States was to 
have a Merchant Marine sufficient to carry 
50 per cent of our own commerce as a 
means of national security and development 
of our foreign trade. The same purpose 
had been declared in the Shipping Act of 
1916 and our sad plight for lack of ships 
during the World War caused us to build 
in larger numbers and in haste ships for 
war purposes. After the war we took some 
of these same ships and built up a nucleus 
of an American Merchant Marine earlier 
than would otherwise have been done. 

Directed to Establish Routes. 

The United States Shipping Board was 
directed by Congress to establish strategic 
trade routes and to operate them until they 
could be transferred to private American 
capital for operation. The Shipping Board 
has been carrying out this mandate and 
Congress has not failed to supply funds 
through annual appropriations whenever 
necessary. 

I. assume that all are more or less fa- 
miliar with the progress that has been 
made. Before the war we transported in 
American flag ships about 10 per cent of 
our foreign commerce; today we are carry- 
ing only about 50 per cent, while the vol- 
ume of our foreign commerce has mate- 
rially increased. We are working towards 
a merchant marine sufficient in size to 
carry 50 per cent of our commerce, and 


this would balance with our naval and 
military requirements. 
Most of these vessels, while built pri- 


marily for war purposes, are as good ships 
as any in the world today. In short, our 
Merchant Marine is a going concern, as our 
farmers, manufacturers and shippers can 
testify. We want to transfer it to pzivate 
hands when we can. How soon that will be 
nobody can say. We have sold over 1,000 
ships since 1920. 
Most Economical Methods Sought. 

And this brings me down to the things 
we have met to discuss—ways and means 
for the most economical carrying on of our 
marine policies; that is to say, what means 
would effectually and permanently place 
the Merchant Marine in private operation 
on a permanent basis; and if that can not 
be done what means should be adopted to 
balance up the Government fleet for perma- 
nent and economical operation and provide 
for replacements as ships wear out. 

While we are not here to advocate one 
plan or the other, it would hardly be fair 
to expect you to deal with these matters 
unless you were first furnished with the 
facts and circumstances ascertained by the 
board’s control of Merchant Marine affairs 
over a period of years. It is not for us to 
say whether Congress acted wisely in de- 
claring for a Merchant Marine in 1916 and 
again in 1920, even if that question were 
at issue.

forward, I trust I shall not weary you if I 
make a few observations the result of my 
recent trip to foreign ports, but let me tell 
you that in France, Germany or England or 
in Holland, I was tremendously impressed 
with the outlays of money for ships and 
docks now being made by those countries.

Our Great Lakes are the Mediterranean 
and the Adriatic and then some more, but 
until all of the products, agricultural and 
manufactured, of the United States are 
consumed or used by inhabitants of the 
Western Hemisphere, the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific Oceans are part of our necessities. 
They are our great international highways, 
and as a highway is of no particular use to 
a man who does not own or control a truck, 
so the oceans are of no particular use to a 
nation which does not own or control a 
ship. : 

When I said in London recently that “we 
can not permit future disturbances in other 
parts of the world to deprive us Americans 
of the ocean service to which we are en- 
titled,” I meant by the word “disturbance” 
wars between other nations. The disturb- 
ances during times of peace by which our 
commerce could be seriously threatened 
were not in my mind when I spoke on the 
other side of the ocean. 

I mentioned the prosperity in the South 
and Middle West but the benefit of ships 


with reasonable freight rates are not lim- 
ited to the sections which I have men- 
tioned. Who knows better than we on the 


Great Lakes that the prosperity of every 
section of the United States is visibly af- 
fected by the prosperity of other sections? 
The buying power for manufactured prod- 
ucts cemes from those who have made 
money out of the ground whether they 
reaped it in wheat or mined it in iron; and 
the man who makes his living by convert- 
ing iron into steel furnishes the buying 
power for cotton, wheat, milk, butter and 
molasses. 











6th U. S. Cavalry Horse Show

‘HE Chattanooga-6th U. S. Cavalry

The jumping classes number nine of 
which one is for the Garnet Andrews 
Challenge Cup open to ladies of the 6th 
Cavalry, and another is for the 6th 
Cavalry Challenge Cup open only to 
members of the Lookout Mountain Hunt 
Club. There is also a jumping class for 
mounts entered by officers of the Na- 
tional Guard and Reserves. Mounts in 
this class will be furnished by the 6th 
Cavalry if desired. 

The polo ponies class includes one to 
be shown under the saddle and mallet, 
another for ponies suitable for polo, an- 
other a bending race, and another for 
ponies suitable to become polo ponies. 

The military class includes one for of- 
ficers’ chargers, horses suitable to be- 
come officers’ mounts; officers’ riding 
class; best trained Cavalry mount; 
Cavalry remount; best turned out 
trooper’s mount; enlisted men’s jumping; 
pair jumping; and recruit riding compe- 
tion.
